Parte, March 18. — There was not the 
slightest Indication at a late hour to- 
night of a break in the deadlock be- 
tween the government and its striking 
employees, nor was there any prospect 
of an Improvement in the situation. 
Tlie strike, however, will be made the 
subject of consideration in the cham- 
ber of deputies tomorrow, and a solu- 
tion of the problem may then be 
found. 

The climax of the strike was reach- 
ed tonight, when 5,000 repairers, line- 
men, and mechanics decided to join 
the strikers. These were the last re- 
maining workmen employed by the 
postal administration. 

Despite the fact that the cabinet at 
its session tonight passed a decree au- 
thorizing the dismissal of its late em- 
ployees and re-afflrmed the decision 
not to yield, the semi-official note giv- 
ing the result of the meeting also an- 
nounces that many merchants have of- 
fered to lend the government their 
employees to ensure the public ser- 
vices. This Is indicative of the com- 
pleteness of the tie-up and the ex- 
tremity to which the government has 
been forced. 

Tlie note does not mention the sen- 
sational rumor that the government 
Intends to call the reservists to tho 
colors, thu3 gathering In practically 
all the late postal employees, and forc- 
ing thorn to work as soldiers under the 
penalty of mutiny. This rumor Is dis- 
credited, and it is considered highly 
improbable that tho government would 
go to such lengths, the remedy being 
regarded as worse than the disease. 
On the contrary, the general opinion Is 
held that Premier Clemen ceau . seeks 
only to save the principle for which ho 
has contended, and that the chamber 
tomorrow will endorse the attitude of 
tho government. Tho premier 'will be 
ready for the resignation of M. Sim- 
yan, tho under secretary of posts and 
telegraphs, and thus open the way for 
negotiations to bring the strike to a 
quick conclusion. Tho strikers havo 
said that it was largely due to tho at- 
titude of M. Simyan that the decision 
to strike was taken, and thev have re- 
fused up to the present to "have any 
dealings with him on tho issue. 

M. Clemenceau's enemies, it Is stat- 
ed, wish to seize this opportunity to 
overthrow him, but the chances are 
that tho premier will ride out tho 
storm. 

The last two foreign mails have net 
been delivered. The Havas agency, 
which receives thousands of letters 
daily, did not find any at the post 
office today. 1 The entire public service 
is paralyzed, au.l business, both public 
and private, Is In a Condi tlon of Inex- 
tricable confusion. Throughout the 
day the situation in the capital and 
the provinces grew worse with every 
hour. The undelivered letters number 
Into the millions, and not leas than 
300,000 telegrams were stacked up this 
afternoon awaiting distribution. For- 
eign incoming mails remain uns'orted, 
and only a small portion of the out- 
going mails have been sent awav. The 
military telegraphers brought Into 
Paris are practically useless, as they 
ar unfamiliar with the instruments 
and foreign telegrams are being sent 
to tho frontier for transmission. Even 
tho sale of postage stamps has been 
discontinue,', in the branch postofflces 
that are still open. The government 
has managed to keep several wires 
open with London and Berlin for the 
purpose of conducting important dip- 
lomatic negotiations now In progress 

The telephones which were working 
last night are out of commission to- 
day. They had been either unmanned 
or cut. A few days more of these con- 
ditions, and Paris will be reduced al- 
most to u state of siege, so far as food 



supplies are concerned. The funds 
necessary for tho smooth running of 
tho provincial trade are hung up In 
the postortice, and the supply of eggs, 
ml lie, butter, meat and country produce 
threatens tc speedily cease. Already 
numerous morchants havo been oblig- 
ed to send- out agents to the provinces 
with ready cash to obtain supplies. 
The banks are withholding payments 
on checks In tho absence of advices 
from their correspondents, and prices 
at tho stores are soaring. 

So far there has been no rioting, al- 
though a largo body of strikers gath- 
ered at the central telegraph station 
today and threatened a breach of the 
peace, but when they found that the 
authorities had a company of Infantry 
in readiness In roomH adjoining tho 
main olllee, they loft the building with- 
out creating any disturbance. The real 
element of danger Is to bo found 
the threat of tho federation of labor, 
which is a purely revolutionary organ- 
ization, and the railroad unions, to de- 
clare sympathetic strikes. 

Strangely enough, amidst the intcmsc 
anxiety In business and government 
circles the masses celebrate Ml Caremo 
today. The usual pleasure-loving 
crowds assembled in tho boulevards to 
witness the grotesque procession and 
throw confetti. 

Only the Royalists seemed to get a 
grain of comfort out of the situation, 
which their newspapers hailed as a 
proof of the bankruptcy of tho repub- 
lic. The men employed 'on tho pneu- 
matic tubes Joined the strike move- 
ment today, and the association of 
thirty thousand apprentices voted to 
endorse strike principles. 

Premier Clemenceau declares that 
the government cannot yield to the de- 
mands, and Intends to have recourse 
to soldiers first and then replace tho 
strikers with new men. Impartial ob- 
servers, however, realize the Impossi- 
bility of organizing an entirely now 
postal service, and the belief is be- 
coming stronger that tlie government 
will be compelled before long to make 
some advances looking to a com 
promise. 

In order to prove their patriotism, 
the strikers have detailed two export 
telegraphers to transmit the cipher 
despatches which tho government Is 
exchanging with the powers In con- 
nection with the Balkan crisis.

Washington, March 18. — One of the 
most elaborate weddings of the season 
look place here today at noun, when 
Miss Martha Cameron, daughter of 
former United States Senator Cameron 
of Pennsylvania, and Hon. Roland 
Lindsay of the British foreign office in 
London, were married. A two weeks' 
honeymoon will be spent at Jekyll 
Island, Go., after which the couple will 
go to London.

Sharon, Penn., March 18. — Ten thou- 
sand dollars ransom is demanded for 
the return of William Whitla, attorney 
James P. Whltla's eight-year-old son, 
who was spirited away from school 
here this morning by unknown men, 
furnishing a mystery which detectives 
of the country are being asked to 
solve. Accompanying the demand for 
ransom Is a covert threat that the boy 
will be killed unless tho money is 
produced. The police of various cities 
have been asked to assist In the search 
for the boy. 

Chief of Police Crane tonight re- 
ceived word that the rig In which the 
boy was taken away had been re- 
covered at Warren, Ohio, with the 
child's hat on the buggy seat. 

About 9:30 a.m. two men drove up 
to the bovs' school in a huggy and 
told the janitor that William Whitla 
was wanted Immediately at his father's 
otllce. As the teacher was pulling on 
the child's coat she remarked to him: 
"I hope they are not kidnapping you." 
That was the last seen of the boy. Tho 
father, James Whitla, was in New 
Wellington, Pa., today. When William 
failed to return homo at noon, . Mrs. 
Whitla went to the school and there 
learned that her son had been taken 
away by two men about 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. The postman left a letter 
at the Whitla house addressed to Mr, 
Whitla. It demanded $10,000 ransom. 
The letter instructed Mr. Whitla to 
advertise where the money could bo 
secured. The police havo sent out a 
description of the men, who are said 
to be Italians, and have asked the po- 
lice of nearby towns to co-operate 
in helping them. 

Mr. Whitla Is a brother-in-law of 
F. H. Buhl, the millionaire Iron manu- 
facturer. 



Object to Duty Reduction 

Norfolk. Va„ March 18.— E. C. Fos- 
burg, president of the North Caroline 
Pine association, controlling a majority 
of the mills In Virginia, Maryland and 
North and South Carolina, declared 
here today that the fifty per cent re- 
duction on lumber proposed by the new 
tariff bill will be ruinous to lumber 
manufacturers and to mills generally 
on the entire Atlantic coast. 

Inspector Pelleticr's Trip. 

Gimli, Man., March 18.— Inspector 
Pelletior, R.N.W.M.P., arrived hero at 
ten o'clock this morning after the 
longest and most northerly trip ever 
made through Northern Canada. He 
left Edmonton in July and proceeded 
to Fort Churchill by way of Cape Ful- 
lerton. Thence he came up the great 
Nelson river to Norway house, and 
across Lake Winnipeg to Glmll. Last 
fall the report was circulated that the 
party had perished in tho northern 
wilds. 



ON TARIFF BILL 



Party Lines Likely to Be Ig- 
nored in Coming Debate 
at Washington 



LOCAL INTERESTS FIGHT 



Great Britain and France First 
Countries to Get Mini- 
mum Rate 



Washington, March IS. — That party- 
lines will be eliminated during the 
consideration In the House of the 
Payne tariff bill was Indicated by the 
action of Representative lirossard. of 
Louisana, In withdrawing today from 
the meeting of the minority members 
of the committee because he differed 
with their views on the tariff. With 
few exceptions, each member of the 
House will fight for the Interests ,of 
his home district. 

There is little prospect' of any 
lengthy general debate on the bill, and 
the consideration of the measure un- 
der tho flve-mlnute rule for amend- 
ments will be proceeded with as so.on 
as possible, probably by the end of 
the week. Unless a "gag rule" for the 
purpose of preventing unlimited 
amendments under the flve-mlnute 
rule is brought in, the minority mem- 
bers of the ways and means commit- 
tee will not report a special bill. Their 
report will be drafted by minority 
Leader Clark, and will severely criti- 
cize the wool schedulo in the new bill. 
It is. contended by the Democrats that 
It has not been cut sufficiently to 
place It on a revenue basis. There 
probably will be numerous amend- 
ments offered, and heated discussions 
affecting them are anticipated. 

The Inheritance tax, Philippine free 
trade, international revenue and maxi- 
mum nnd minimum features of the 
new bill are endorsed by the minor- 
ity leaders, and there has been much 
favorable comment upon the measure 
by the Democratic congressmen. 
Champ Clark today declared that he 
hnd not had time to look into its pro- 
positions sufficiently to enable him to 
comment upon them; It la under- 
stood that tho minority leaders favor 
the removal of the restriction on the 
quantity of sugar and tobacco, which 
can be admitted from tho Philippines 
free of duty. On tho other hand, sev- 
eral southern Democrats are endeav- 
oring to have the free trnde provision 
amended so as to exclude rice. 

A number of Democrats will join 
with Republicans in striving for the 
continuance of the duty on lumber. 
The fight for free lumber will bo led 
by Clark, It Is understood. It is not 
thought there will be any serious dif- 
ficulty in the tea schedule. 

Great Britain and Franco will prob- 
ably bo the first countries to secure 
the benefit of the minimum rates of 
duty named In the Payne bill. As 
soon as the measure Is enacted, Great 
Britain will secure the minimum rates, 
according to the committee report 
made today. Great Britain has been 
unable to secure tho benefit of tho 
reciprocal trade arrangements pro- 
vided for by the Dlngley act, although 
she has treated this country with fair- 
ness and impartiality In her customs 
acts. As tho French trade agreement 
with tho United States contains no 
provision for Its continuance for any 
time after it has been abrogated by 
either nation, France may receive tho 
benefit of the minimum rates of the 
Payne bill as soon as It Is enacted, 
the matter being entirely in tho hands 
of the French government. 

Tho ways and means committee in 
Its report estimates that the entire 
revenues to the government for the 
fiscal year 1910, provided the Payne 
bill Is in operation, will be ?8G2,005,- 
885. As the total -amount for which 
revenue will be required for 1910 Is 
estimated at 5802.871,701, it Is claimed 
that the deficit for 1910 will be about 
$10,000,000. 



MORE DREADNOUGHTS 

Premier Asquith Declines to 
Promise Any Addition to 
Programme 



E, P. Weston's Walk 
Albany, N. Y., Maijch 18.— Although 
he encountered bad roads today, due 
to the recent fall of snow, Edward Pay- 
son Weston, the veteran pedestrian 
who plans to walk from New York to 
San Francisco, appeared to be In good 
spirits on his arrival In Rensselaer, 
opposite Albany, at nine o'clock to- 
night. Ho made a stop of about llf- 
tcen minutes and then continued on to 
Troy, where he Intends to remain for 
tlie night, Weston came from Hudson, 
making stops at Stuyvesant and Cuc- 
tloton. 



London, March IS. — In tho House of 
Commons tonight the opposition 
speakers made a strong effort to force 
tho government Into giving a guaran- 
tee that four "conditional" Dread- 
noughts should be laid down. Pre- 
mier Asquith declined to promise any- 
thing except that the vessels will bo 
built If Germany continues her active 
construction of warships, He argued 
that this question of Dreadnoughts 
hud nothing to do with tho mainten- 
ance of a two-power standard. 

It is believed that the premier's 
non-committal attitude will occasion 
renewed agitation on the part of the 
press and the public. 

Lord Rosebery, In a letter to tho 
Times, raises another alarming ques- 
tion whether In view of German's na- 
val growth, Great Britain's territorial 
defence is adequate. He declares that 
this is an urgent matter, needing strict 
enquiry. 



Retired Admiral Dead 

Andover, Mass., March IS— Roar 
Admiral Edward Trask Strong, United 
Stutes navy retired officer, died' of 
heart disease in his home hero today. 
He was born in Ipswich, Mass,, In 
1840. 



One Cent Postage 

Washington. March 18.— One cent 
postage Is provided for In a bill which 
Representative Bennett (New York) 
has Introduced. The measure provides 
that, beginning January 1st, 1910, the 
rate of postage on all letters mailed 
within tho United States for domestic 
points, including drop letters, shall bo 
one cent per ounce or fraction 
thereof. 



Thieves' Den Discovered. 

Niagara Falls, N.Y., March 18.— After 
working on tin; case for several 
months, the police discovered the head- 
quarters of a gang of valise thieves and 
car burglars operating on both sides 
of the border. The headquarters are 
in a cave on Lewiston mountain, In 
which thousands of dollars' worth of 
stolen goods are thought to be hidden. 
Arrests are expected shortly. 



Young Girl's Heroism 
AVashlngton, March 18. — For heroism 
in saving the lives of nine children 
during the burning of tho steamer 
General Slocum, New York, In 1904, 
Miss Mary McCann was today pre- 
sented by Speaker Cannon, on behalf 
of congress, with a silver life-saving 
medal. She was then just a little girl, 
fourteen years old, recovering from 
scarlet fever on North Brothers island. 
Today she is a young woman, but not- 
withstanding her more advanced age, 
at tho conclusion of the presentation 
ceremonies the "Iron Duke of Ameri- 
can politics" took her blushing faco 
between his hands and kissed her. Tho 
presentation took place in the speak- 
er's ofllcc at the capltol. 



C.P.R. and Wisconsin Central 

Montreal, March 18. — Sir Thomas 
Khaughnessy arrived In tho city this 
morning from tho western states where 
lie had been engaged for the past week 
or more on business connected with 
the Soo line. Regarding tho Wiscon- 
sin Central and the Soo lino, Sir 
Thomas said that if the present plans 
were carried out, the ' former would 
be transferred to the latter In April. 
After that the policy In connection with 
the Uno will be determined, but until 
flic transfer Is actually made, he na- 
turally did not want to say anything 
about their policy. Sir Thomas found 
a very buoyant feeling existing in 
the western states, and good crop pros- 
pects are already talked of. 



SERVIA ACCEPTING 
ADVICE OF POWERS 



Prospects of Settling Balkan 
Difficulty Said to Be 
Improving 



Vienna, March 18. — The situation to- 
night In the Balkans is considered 
more hopeful. The emperor expressed 
his belief that peace coud be main- 
tained, and In tho lower house tho 
minister again denied rumors of mo- 
bilization. It is believed that tho In- 
ternational negotiations now going on 
will tend towards the assembling of a 
conference of the powers. 

St. Petersburg, March 18. — The for- 
eign office Is still hopeful that a col- 
lision between Austria-Hungary und 
Servla may be averted in spite of tho 
fact that the latest advices are not re- 
assuring. Emperor Nicholas today as- 
sured M. Souverin, editor of the Novoo 
Vremya, that he was confident as to 
a settlement being arrainged. 

Belgrade, March IS. — It Is under- 
stood in diplomatic circles hero that 
the Servian government is ready to 
accept the advice of the powers re- 
garding the peaceful tenor of Its reply 
to the last Austrian note, which Is to 
be due shortly. It is further stated in 
Belgrade that Austria-Hungary Is 
ready to disarm if so advised by tho 
powers. 

Berlin, March IS. — All Servians liv- 
ing In Germany have received orders 
to return home for military service. 

London, March 18. — A despatch to 
tho Times from Belgrade says that If 
Great Britain, Russia and France are 
prepared to notify Servla that thoy 
consider the annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzogovnia a closed affair, and no 
longer a concern of Europe, Servla Is 
ready to concur in this view. Under 
such circumstances she would consent 
to dismiss the reservists she has called 
up for training, always provided that 
Europe guarantees her against attack. 

Paris, March 18. — France, Great 
Britain and Russia havo united in pre- 
senting a joint note to Servia ad- 
vising tho Belgrade government to 
find n basis of negotiation with Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

Dr. Graham Bell as Guest 

Ottawa, March 18. — Dr. Graham Boll, 
whoso recent experiments in aerial 
navigation at Baddeck, Cape Breton, 
havo been attracting widespread at- 
tention, will be the guest of tho Can- 
adian club, Ottawa, at luncheon on 
March 27. 



Castro's Plans. 

Dresden, March 1'8.— Ex-President 
Castro has given up the Idea of going 
direct to La Guaira. He will leave for 
Port of Spain on March 25. 



Canadian Cheese is Good 

Ottawa, March 18. — According to the 
analysis of the Inland revenue depart- 
ment of !ii>7 sumples of cheese submit- 
ted from all parts of the Dominion, 
there were only two samples which 
contained skimmed milk cheese, while 
there were no foreign fat substances 
In any of litem. 



Salvation Army Incorporation. 

Ottawa, March 18.— Before the sen- 
ate private bills committee today, at- 
tention was called by J. G. O'Donoghuo 
on behalf of the Dominion trades and 
labor congress to a clause In the pro- 
posed act of incorporation of the Sal- 
vation Army In Canada, which Is de- 
signed to permit of the army promot- 
ing ami encouraging Immigration. He 
will be heard on this matter before a 
sub-committee which was appointed 
to look into this bill. 



Alarming Now York Blazo 

New York, March 19. — Fire today in 
an apartment house on West Fifty- 
ninth street, known as the Fifth 
Avenue apartments, caused the serious 
Injury of four persons, and brought 
more or less fright to the many pat- 
rons of the fashionable 'Plaza hotel, 
which adjoins tho burning building. 
The lire started on the fifth floor of 
the apartment house ami quickly ox- 
tended to the upper floors. Twenty- 
five families occupied the building, 
most of whom escaped with no Injuries. 



INTERCOLONIAL 
BOBSJJP AGAIN 

Senators Suggest Means of 
Mending National Rail- 
way's Finances 



DEFERRING OF ELECTIONS 



r, BurrelPs Resolution Voted 
Down as One of Want of 
Confidence 



Ottawa, March 18.— Tho senate had 
Its Intercolonial discussion today, fol- 
lowing that of yesterday In the com- 
mons. It came up when Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell moved for copies of any 
petitions to the government to have 
the Intercolonial placed under the con- 
trol of the railway commission. Ho 
had noticed a report that tho Montreal 
board of trade had passed a resolution 
to that effect. It was also stated that 
the management of the Intercolonial 
had given more favorable rates to one 
shipper than to another. That was a 
serious matter. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said - the 
government had no objection to bring 
down such petitions if there were any. 
There were difficulties In the way of 
placing the Intercolonial, which was 
under the control of a minister, under 
the railway commission, which was 
also to an extent under tho control of 
tho minister. If here had been any 
maladministration of the road It was 
the duty of tho government to correct 
It, and of parliament to investigate it. 

Senator Wood felt that many people 
in the maritime provinces thought 
that they rested under a disadvantage 
In not having any tribunal to appeal 
to. The commission would bo prefer- 
able' to tho minister for appeals. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said ho had 
control of the Intercolonial for a short 
time, but It was long enough to show 
him the necessity for removing the 
road from political Influences. They 
had always been bad, but they were 
apparently now worso than ever. 

Senator Choquetto thought the gov- 
ernment should sell tho Intercolonial 
outright and rid the country of an un- 
profitable burden. ... 

Senator Power thought tho road' 
should be placed under a general man- 
ager, who would not have to refer ev- 
ery trifling detail to Ottawa. 

For three hours this afternoon and 
two hours this evening the house of 
commons discussed the resolution of 
Martin Burrell, M. P. for Yale and 
Cariboo to the effect that general elec- 
tions should be held throughout Can- 
ada on tho same day. The motion 
was defeated on a straight party vote 
by 115 to 09, a government majority 
of 40, which is the largest this session 
and is about the normal government 
majority. 

Mr. Burrell was particularly well 
equipped for opening the debate, as 
his constituency was one of those in 
which the election was deferred last 
fall. He declared that the postpone- 
ment was not only, unfair to tho op- 
position candidate, but it was mani- 
festly designed to stlffle the franchise. 
The grounds on which the election had 
been deferred he declared flimsy, and 
pointed out that later when an elec- 
tion was held In Comox-Atlln, which 
Is one of the largest and most Inac- 
cessible constituencies In Canada, tho 
bve-clection was brought off in aa- 
short a timo as any during the gen- 
eral elections. 

Mr. Fielding, who was leading tho 
houso In tho absence of Sir Wilfrid, 
refused to accept Mr. Burrell's resolu- 
tion on the ground that It was a want 
of confidence motion. 

Mr. Goodevo strongly supported tho 
motion. Great Injustice had been done 
In his own constituency of Kootenay. 
It. was also a bad advertisement to 
circulate abroad that certain portions 
of British Columbia had such poor 
transportation facilities that tho gen- 
eral election could not be held on tho 
same day as In the rest of tho coun- 
try. 

Ralph Smith was in sympathy with 
the purpose of the resolution, and 
agreed that everything possible should 
bo done to do away with deferred 
elections. He looked forward to tho 
administration of the election act pro- 
viding a remedy. He could not vote 
for tho motion, as It was a want of 
confidence motion. 

Mr. Foster declared that deferred 
elections were not fair elections. They 
were loaded dice. Mr. White, of Al- 
berta and Mr. Knowles of Saskatche- 
wan opposed tlie resolution. Tho voto 
was then taken as above. Mr. Sifton, 
who was In the house for tho first 
time since tho accident at WaHnlug- 
ton, was received with cheers when ho 
arose to vote. 

The remainder of the session -was 
passed In committee of supply on tho 
harbors and rivers of Quebec.

Effect of Reciprocal Arrange- 
ment With Regard to Coal 
Discussed 



THE LUMBER SITUATION 



light Prove Detrimental to the 
Forests of British Colum- 
bia—Some Opinions 



The projected changes in the United 
States tariff have excited a good deal 
or 'attention in Victoria since the 
announcement in the Colonist of yes- 
terday. 

In two particulars British Columbia 
may be particularly affected. One Is 
In the ease of the tariff upon lumber 
which the bill proposes to reduce to 
fifty per cent; the other Is the case 
of "coal. Tin? bill provides that coal 
may be admitted free of duty from 
countries with which a reciprocal ar- 
rangement is in force. 

The general opinion is that while 
British Columbia would reap an Im- 
mediate and lasting development from 
reciprocity treaty with regard to coal 
with benefit to the consumer in either 
countries — that while increased activity 
would result In lumbering, it would be 
to the ultimate detriment of British 
Columbia's forests. 



SAYS CONSUMER WOULD 

REAP THE BENEFIT 



"The consumer In either country 
would reap the benefit of the aboli- 
tion ol the duty on coal by Canada 
and the United States," said J. A. 
Lindsay, general manager of the Wel- 
lington Colliery company yesteruay. 

'■So far the details received from 
Washington giving the terms of the 
measure as It applies to coal are too 
meagre to venture any very lengthy 
opinion upon the matter. The removal 
of the duty on coal Imported Into the 
United States would have the effect of 
stimulating the production of coal in 
the interior and on this coast. It would 
mean probably that new coal measures 
would have to be opened here and It 
would mean work for more men. It 
would mean cheaper coal for the con- 
sumer in California, and it would 
mean that many people there who now 
use oil for fuel would return to the 
use of coal. The price of the two 
products have gradually equalized 
themselves. The removal of the duty 
on coal entering the United States 
would not, I believe, Increase the cost 
of coal, to the consumer in this prov- 
ince. It would simply mean that more 
coal would be mined. 
. "On the other hand the removal of/ 
the duty on American coal 1 entering 
Canada would prove a great boon to 
the Canadian consumer upon the 
prairies, in Ontario and In Quebec. 
Nearly all the coal used there is 
brought from the United States, from 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. 

"The Nova Scotlan producers have 
generally opposed the proposal to 
abolish the duty on coal entering Can- 
ada. It is difficult, however, to under 
stand their point of view. They ex- 
pert a large quantity of coal to the 
New England states and very little of 
their product Is used in Upper Can- 
ada. They would benefit immensely 
more under the reciprocal arrangement 
1 should think, than they would suffer. 

"The coal llelds of Canada and the 
United States are not active competi- 
tors. Nature has placed coal on this 
coast and none in California; coal In 
the Crow's Nest district, none in the 
rich copper mining district to the im- 
mediate south of that district; coal In 
Pennsylvania and none In the central 
provinces of Canada; and coal in the 
maritime provinces and none in the 
New England states. The conclusion 
Is obvious. Free interchange must 
benefit the consumer since it will tend 
to reduce the cost of production and 



WOULD FAVOR THE 

REMOVAL OF DUTIES 



Nanaimo, B. C, March IS.— The 
management of the Western Fuel com- 
pany, interviewed regarding the possi- 
bility of the removal of import duties 
or- coal passing between Canada and 
tlie States said that they believed that 
reciprocity in coal between the States 
and Canada would be a good thing for 
both countries. So far as British Co- 
lumbia is concerned, It would tend to 
extend the field in the States where its 
coal could lie marketed and inasmuch 
as there is no American coal imported 
into British Columbia, tlie removal of 
the duty by Canada, could not have 
any effect on any id' the existing In- 
dustries here and particularly as Bri- 
tish Columbia coals are of a high 
standard. 

The Washington Fuel company has 
been making a specialty of developing 
trade in British Columbia anil is now 
marketing fully G5 per cent, of its out- 
put in 11. C. But in order to keep its 
mines working to capacity It is oblig- 
ed at present to seek any outlet In 
other countries and in tin- States Is 
the only Held available. The company 
would welcome the day when its en- 
tire output can lie marketed in British 
Columbia. 




PROPOSED REDUCTION 

IN LUMBER TARIFF 



"The proposed reduction in the duty 
from S- per 1000 feet board measure 
to $1 per 1(100 feet, if it is placed oh 
the Statute Book of the United States 
would do us over here an enormous 
amount of good during the first two or 
three years of its existence, but after 
that halcyon period had elapsed thl3 
reduction would only do harm upon 
this side of the bonier," said Mr. 
Brown, of Messrs. Brown, Hlllls and 
company, of Government street yes- 
terday afternoon. 

"1 have been in the employment of 
Mr. J. I.!. White, of the Mississippi 
Land and Exchange company, of Kan- 
sas City, in the state of Missouri, who 
has been principal adviser of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on all matters having 
relation to forestry. Now this Mr. 
White has been located for several 
months In the City of Washington, D. 
C, fighting against the reduction of 
this tariff. 1 was not only in his em- 
ploy, but he Is a friend of mini' and u 
very good friend loo, and while i 



would personally like to seo tho duty 
upon all lumber and upon all shingles 
which enter the United States market 
reduced to the extent of at least one- 
half, I (irmly believe that in the long 
run it would bo a bad bit of statesman- 
ship and for this simple reason. And 
at this point, I may explain that I am 
now discussing the Interests of botli 
countries upon the entire Pacific Coast 
including the greut states of Califor- 
nia, of Oregon, and of Washington, 
and all across and throughout the 
province of British Columbia, for If 
the government of the United States 
decides to take off and does take off 
either the whole or part of the present 
tariff which is levied upon lumber and 
upon shingles, the American capital- 
ists and multi-millionaires who are 
interested in this great industry . arc 
bound to flock Into this province, buy 
up all the timber that Is available for 
their purposes, erect Immense lumber 
mills in different sections at points 
which will be most convenient for 
their shipping needs and then proceed 
literally to skin these limits and skin 
them fast! For it may be regarded as 
a positive and tho inevitable result of 
such a radical change in policy that 
they will most assuredly do this very 
thing, and that will most unquestion- 
ably not/do British Columbia any good. 
For British Columbia, no! I believe I 
am not at all mistaken when 1 say- 
that the Dominion of Canada as a 
whole, has at the present time proba- 
bly only one-third as much standing 
limber as the United States possesses. 
Pinchot's Letter. 
"The Hon. Glfford Pinchot, forester 
and chief of the United States forest 
service and an eminent leader in the 
conservation movement, In a remark- 
able letter which he has addressed to 
the chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee at Washington, and which 
is published 111 full In the American 
Lumberman of the 13th instant, says 
this: 

Washington, D. C, March 10, 1909. 
Hon. Sereno E. Payne, Chairman, 

Ways and Means Committee, House 

of Representatives. 
Dear Mr. Payne: 

To avoid any chance of misunder- 
standing, I take the liberty of stating 
my views upon the tariff on lumber in 
more connected fashion than it was 
possible to do at the hearing before 
the committee on ways and means on 
February 24, At the outset I want to 
mii'ro it clear that the Forest Service 
has never advocated either the reduc- 
tion or the abolition of the present du- 
ties upon lumber and shingles. On the 
contrary, we have been at some pains 
to avoid taking any position one way 
or the other until we could complete a 
atisfactory investigation of the sub- 
ject. I say this because many believe 
that the Forest Service has declared 
in favor of the removal of the duty 
upon forest products as a means of 
conserving our forests. The Service 
has made no such declaration. 

If the tariff on lumber were to be re- 
moved, it would be done, I take It, for 
one or both of two purposes— either to 
reduce the price to the consumer or to 
preserve our forests. In my judgment 
it would accomplish neither. 

Free lumber would not materially 
reduce the price to the consumer. Most 
of tlie lumber we hpw Import coincs 
from Canada, as most of It would if 
the duty were taken .off. We are im- 
porting from Canada only about ^ per! 
cent, as much lumber as we arc cut- 
ting from our forests. It is not likely 
that under free lumber more than 5 
per cent, as much would come from 
Canada as we would cut at home. Con- 
trary to the general impression Can- 
ada, as compared with the United 
States, has no great timber supply. 
Her total amount of standing timber 
is, probably not more than one- third of 
what is left of ours. In the end tho 
Canadians will undoubtedly require 
for home use all the timber they can 
produce. Imports from Canada would 
not be enough, therefore, to limit the 
cutting of our own forests or to re- 
duce the price of lumber in any Im- 
portant degree. 

Stumpage prices are at present 
somewhat lower in Canada than in the 
United States. The taxation of Cana- 
dian limber land is better adjusted to 
the conditions under which timber 
must be cut than it is with us, but the 
average cost of lodging and manufac- 
turing are probably as gnat there as 
here. If the duty were removed the 
effect of these factors taken together 
would be to increase the value of Can- 
adian stumpage, and to some extent 
the profits of the Canadian manufac- 
turer and the American retailer. There 
would remain little, if any, benefit to 
the ultimate consumer of lumber in 
the United States. 

The fundamental question at issue in 
the lumber tariff is forest conserva- 
tion. I believe that the demand for 
free lumber rests mainly on the hope 
that it offers a way to protect our for- 
ests. If I were of the same opinion, I 
should favor the removal of the tariff. 
But 1 am unable to see how free lum- 
ber will promote forestry. 

There is only one way to save our 
forests: That is to see that they are 
kept at work growing new crops of 
timber as the old are cut away. 

The lumbermen are right when they 
tell you that In limes of high prices 
for lumber they do cleaner work In the 
woods and cut more timber from a 
given area than they do when prices 
are lower and only the best grades can 
be marketed. Low prices for lumber 
unquestionably increase waste. If the 
removal of the tariff had any effect on 
work in tlie woods, it would be to dis- 
place the lower grades of lumber now 
cut by our own mills, which must be 
either logged or left In the woods when 
tho higher grades are taken out. and 
to that extent It would increase tlie 
woods waste in tills country. The 
waste in logging is already enormous, 
si veral times larger than our importa- 
tion from Canada. 1 do not believe 
that the increased use of Canadian 
wood under free lumber would equal 
the increased waste, and even if it did, 
(lie larger danger from lire and the 
greater difficulties in tlie way of for- 
estry which follow wasteful logging 
would probably more than offset the 
gain. In other words, the drain upon 
our forests would not be relieved by 
allowing Canadian timber to come in 
free. . 

You asked me at the hearing for my 
opinion as to tlie tariff on wood pulp. 
We are already dependent upon Can- 
ada for much pulpwood. Nearly seven- 
tenths of the wood we use for paper is 
spruce and one-third of the spruce 
pulpwood is imported from Canada. It 
is highly Important that we should 
have free pulpwood In the future as in 
the past, and that Canada should Im- 
pose no export duty upon pulpwood. In 
this respect the pulp and paper mak- 
ing industry Is in a different position 
from the other great wood-using In- 
dustries of the United States. The lat- 
tei can he wholly supplied from our 
own forests, while the former must 
have free access to the Canadian 
spruce forests so long as spruce is tlie 
chief pul'pwpud. I, therefore, concur 
with the recommendations of the select 
committee on pulp and paper investi- 



gations of the house of representatives: 
These v/cra that ground wood should 
he admitted free, provided that it 
comes from a country which does not 
in any way restrict the exportation of 
pulpwood or ground wood, and that 
there should be a reduction in the 
duty upon news paper, providing that 
it comes from a country which does 
not in any -way restrict the exporta- 
tion of pulpwood, wood pulp, or print- 
ing paper, . 

I believe there is now a sincere de- 
sire on the part of a large number of 
lumbermen to handle the!,- forests 
more conservatively. I realise that 
they face diltlculties in their efforts. 
We as a people have often been at 
fault because we have not made it 
easy for the lumbermen to practice 
forestry at a profit. The states, for 
Instance, have failed to provide ade- 
quate fire protection. They have often 
laxed standing timber so heavily that 
the owner was forced to cut It off as 
quickly as possible, and then let the 
land go back to the state without, pro- 
vision for a future crop. 

But it Is first of all upon the lum- 
bermen themselves that the duty of 
conserving their own forests actually 
lies. By asking for the retention of 
the tariff in order to protect the for- 
ests, the lumbermen have in substance 
entered into an agreement with the 
people of the United States to perpet- 
uate their forests by wise use. This 
tacit government Is freely recognized 
by many of the leaders among them, 
if the tariff is allowed to remain, the 
lumbermen should be held to their 
agreement, and If they should fail to 
carry it out, the people of the United 
States should take the matter in hand 
and enforce such control of lumbering 
as will protect the forests and tho 
public. The lumbermen must recog- 
nize that the forests which they own 
are not simply pieces of private pro- 
perty. They are a public trust, the 
source from which most of the na- 
tion's future timber supply must come. 
The nation has decided that these for- 
ests must be conserved. It Is the duty 
of every lumberman to act upon this 
decision. It Is the duty of the nation 
and the state to aid him in every way 
they can. If the lumbermen do not 
make tho most of the opportunity, leg- 
islation is coining, anil coming very 
soon, which will force them to do clean 
work In the woods, and to leave their 
cutover lands in a condition to pro- 
duce a second crop. 

I believe that It is possible to work 
out a solution of this great problem in 
cooperation with the lumbermen in a

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way that will satisfy both them and 
the public. To this much-desired end 
I have given in the past, and will con- 
tinue to give In the future, my utmost 
efforts.

of the Department of Agriculture that 
our forests are nearly exhausted, and 
they cannot understand how congress

ITS ORIGIN AND SEQUENCE 

Bishop Perrin Deals With tho Evolu- 
tion of Anglican Service 



In Ids Lenten address upon the duty 
of church people as regards public 
worship last evening In Christ Church 
cathedral, Bishop Perrin briefly traced 
the origin and the sequence of wor- 
ship In tho church. 

Originally the ritual of the Jewish 
church had been revealed to Moses 
upon Mount Sinai, and the order of 
public worship as was at that time 
through Revelation recorded had been 
faithfully observed In the first place 
In tho Tabernacle, and afterwards In 
the great temple which was built upon 
the plan of the Tabernacle by David 
and Solomon. And in this same ser- 
vice Jesus Christ had frequently par- 
ticipated during his stay upon earth. 
Subsequent to his resurrection, our 
Saviour had remained for the space 
of 40 days in communication with his 
followers, and undoubtedly during 
these memorable days He had In- 
structed them In the manner In which 
the services of the church were to be 
conducted. While the very beginnings 
of Christianity in Great Britain were 
lost in the mists of tradition, never- 
theless it was an indisputable fact 
that the old British church existed In 
tho very earliest times. When the 
Monk, Augustine, commissioned by 
Gregory the Great, made his visit to 
England in the year C9C, he found to 
his great surprise, In England, a regu- 
larly established Christian church 
with bishops, priests and laity, and al- 
though he zealously sought to induce 
them to adopt the Roman ritual, a 
sturdy resistance to the change was 
.offered, ending in a compromise. 
William the Conqueror, however, 
labored to bring the church of Eng- 
land more completely under the Ro- 
man Influences, and 500 years later 
the great changes which through the 
Reformation had been brought Into 
existence, led to the effectual rejec- 
tion of tho Roman connection by tho 
Reformed Church of England. The 
service, which had been said in the 
Latin tongue since the time of the 
Conqueror, was now said In the Eng- 
lish language, -which was under? 
standed of all the people.' But a 
wholly new order of service had not, 
In the latter days of Henry the Eighth 
and In . the brief six years' reign of 
Eil ward the Sixth, been contrived. 
There had rather been a -re-arrange- 
ment, and instead of the several uses, 
such as the Salisbury or the Sarum 
Use, the York Use, the Lincoln Use, 
etc., there was now by law established 
hut one use. And the services which: 
had been arranged for tho seven 
hours were now arranged into two 
services, morning and evening picayer. 
And it could further and without the 
slightest fear of successful contradic- 
tion be said that this was the most 
wonderful and the very finest church

service that could be found anywhere 
throughout the whole of Christendom. 
Two prayer books were issued in Ed- 
ward's short reign, and although Mary 
Tudor overthrew this new order, C!*i, 
re-established the old, her death five 
3-ears afterwards led to the happy ac- 
cession of the great Elizabeth, and the 
re-establishment of the Church of 
England practically as It exists at the 
present day. Two defects were, how- 
ever, particularly noticeable in these 
Inter times, the great neglect pf As- 
cension Day, vvhich was one of the 
great festlvuls of the church, and 
practically the non-observance by 
church people generally of the festi- 
vals of those saints whose memories 
as patterns for our .own conduct It 
was the intention of the church to 
keep from time to time before them.

The Manager of the Dominion Con) 
company, and the Montreal agent of 
the Nova Scotia Coal and Steel com- 
pany agree that the admission of coal 
duty free would mean the ruin of tlio 
coal mining industry in Canada. The 
former says that the only place where 
Canada could market coal In the 
United States would be New England, 
where it would be possible to build up 
only a very small trade. As is very 
often the case in the discussion of 
trado matters, our eastern people forget 
that Canada has a West, and a West 
that can produce coal In unlimited 
quantities, and that there can be built 
up for it a very large market in the 
United States. We present the views 
of some well-informed people on this 
subject this morning, from which it 
appears that it would certainly be a 
great advantage to those who ship coal 
from British Colombia to the United 
States. We shall look into the matter 
a little further. 

PARTY PAPERS. 

The Toronto Globe is being scolded 
because it is not doing its duty to the 
Liberal party.

at pleasing those from whom its reve- 
nue comes than those of any particu- 
lar set of politicians. "The Globe does 
not give us any credit," exclaimed an 
Ontario M. P. P- He did not say what 
particular thing he had done which 
entitled him to receive any credit. 
Newspapers are not infallible by a 
long way, but as a general proposition 
the news instinct leads them to give 
credit where, it is. due. What worries 
people, who talk about newspapers not 
standing by their party, is that the 
papers complained of do not assail 
th'eir political opponents. If such peo- 
ple know how 'very easy it is to sit 
down and write a lot of abusive stuff 
they would appreciate why some 
newspapers are so fond of indulging 
in that practice. The Globe has Its 
weaknesses like the rest of it, but it 
does not retail scandals, and it does 
not keep a lot of invectives on tap to 
use against its adversaries when it 
runs out of decent argument. Hence 
it Is not doing its duty by the Liberal 
party, in the opinion of some people. 

PECCAVIMUS. 

Anybody can make a trilling blunder. 
When a man makes a particularly big 
one, it .signifies — well what it signifies 
can best be illustrated by a brief tale. 
Once a man tailed in business for a 
million dollars. A friend said that ho 
ought to feel ashamed; but lie said 
that he was proud of it. for he ob- 
served: "It shows I once hud credit." 
Now it came about in the course ot 
human events that it seemed good to 
a scribe on the Colonist staff to speak 
of some one, who was astonished at 
his own moderation, and in a moment 
of Inadvertence, he attributed this 
expression to Lord Hastings. Now it 
ought to bo understood that the scribe 
aforesaid knew that the Hastings lie 
had In mind was not a lord at all, but 
only Warren Hastings of more or less 
illustrious memory. That part of the 
blunder was made through haste, just 
as David made the mistake of saying 
in ills haste' that all men are liars, 
III though we have some doubts us to 
the necessity for David to apologize for 
the remark. But the blunder did not 
end here, for it seems that it was not 
Hi.slings who made the observation, 
and on this point it must be conceded 
that the error was made in Ignorance. 
The scribe thought it was Warren 
Hastings, and if you think he ought 
to be ashnmed of himself Tor not 
knowing better, Just ait down and grind 
out. copy by the mile and see if you 
won't fall from grace sometimes your- 
self. We are led to make these, obser- 
vations by the receipt of the following 
letter, which is such a graceful and 
kindly correction, that we are rnther 
glad we made the blunder which called 
It forth: 

"May I ask for a little space to 
refer to your editorial article In.today's 



Colonist, in which, referring to 'a're- 
cent speech by Mr. Joseph Martin, 
K.C., you say those who know Mr. 
Martin's career 'will be Inclined to say 
as Lord Hastings did in speaking of 
himself, that they are astonished at 
Mr. Martin's moderation.' With tho 
comparison between Hastings and Mr. 
Martin I am not concerned, but for the 
sake of historical accuracy — an attri- 
bute which I always associate with 
the Colonist's editorial utterances, 1 
am concerned.' I assumo that by 'Lord' 
Hastings you intend to refer to War- 
ren Hastings. That great pro- consul 
was never raised to the peerage, al- 
though on more than one occasion ho 
was led to believe that a peerage would 
be conferred upon him. 

"But I would further point out that 
it was not Warren Hastings but his 
great predecessor in the Governor- 
Generalship of India, Lord Cllvev who 
uttered the saying which you evident- 
ly had in mind when writing tho 
article. Defending himself before the 
Directors of the East India company 
against the accusation that he had 
been over-avarlclous in accepting a 
great present from a powerful feuda- 
tory of the company, ho declared that 
when he recalled the circumstances 
under which he had acted, he was 
astonished at IiIh own mo deration." 

HECATE STRAIT. 

The Post-Intelligencer, of Seattle, 
discusses the Hecate Strait question 
in a dispassionate way. but naturally 
leans to that view of the case which 
would give United States citizens free 
access to it. It thinks, If the Cana- 
dian contention Is upheld, the princi- 
ple involved in it "would cIobc to free 
commerce and fisheries some of the 
most extensive waters of the Globe." 
Our contemporary cites the case of 
the "Belts," which are the channels 
between the islands of the Danish ar- 
chipelago. It. says that Denmark 
claimed exclusive jurisdiction over 
these channels, but the claim was re- 
sisted by the United States and subse- 
quently abandoned. The Great Belt is 
70 miles long and from S to 20 miles 
wide. The Little Belt Is about 50 
miles long and varies in breadth from 
a mile to 20 miles. It is very little 
used for navigation. The other is not 
much used because of Its cross tides 
and sandbanks, vessels entering tho 
Baltic preferring The Sound, which 
lies between one of the Danish Islands 
and tho Swedish shore. We are not 
familiar with the history of tho inci- 
dent to which the Seattle paper refers, 
but see a wide distinction between the 
case of The Belts and that of Hecate 
Strait, for they afford the only en- 
trance to the Baltic, and are not closed 
at either end by the territorial waters 
of Denmark, whereas Hecate Strait is 
closed at the north by the territorial 
waters of Canada, or more strictly 
speaking by waters which the United 
States is bound by the Treaty of 1S25 
to recognize as territorial. 

No question has ever been raised as 
to the territorial jurisdiction of the 
United Kingdom over the Minch and 
the Little Minch, which form the 
channel between Scotland and the 
Outer Hebrides, although this channel 
varies from 20 to 50 miles in width; 
nor as to St. George's channel, the 
Irish Sea and North Channel, which 
separate Ireland from England, al- 
though the width of these waters 
reaches 150 miles. Neither has any 
question been raised as to the terri- 
torial jurisdiction of the United States 
over the waters which separate the is- 
lands of the Alaskan Archipelago, al- 
though they reach 50 miles in width in 
one place and In many places are not 
much less. If Hecate Strait is non- 
territorial, Clarence Strait, Chatham 
Sound, Frederick Sound and other 
Alaskan waterways must also be non- 
territorial. The case of Behrlng I5ea 
is In no way parallel to that of Hecate 
Strait, for it is not enclosed in any 
sense by United States territory. 

Servla says that if the powers say 
she must be good, she will be good.

The Vancouver Law Students' So- 
ciety is agitating for the establishment 
ot a provincial law school to be ulti- 
mately affiliated with the proposed 
university.

Mr. Burrell (Yale-Cariboo) has pre- 
sented a resolution in the Commons de- 
claring against deferred elections and 
favoring polling in all constituencies 
taking place the same day. The pro- 
posal Is an eminently sensible and 
fair one. The deferred election is a 
relic of the days of the gerrymander. 



The Liverpool Chamber of Com- 
merce has declared in favor of a tariff 
for revenue only as opposed to a tariff 
for protective purposes. This can 
hardly be taken as a criterion of the 
feeling of the country generally on 
the question of tariff reform, as 
Liverpool is chiefly concerned in cul- 
tivating a great foreign and export 
trade. 



The decree has gone forth In Ger- 
many that Canada "must he wooed 
and conciliated." This Is very nice, 
but Germany must not forget^t^aL 
Canada, as inftT*.?r«"«-:iie" "firm of 
John Bull & Co., is watching with keen 
eyes her frenzied efforts to build up a 
great navy and has some suspicions 
that the same Is not intended to con- 
tribute to the welfare of the British 
Empire. 

Wearying ot trying to win back the 
American Cup, Sir Thomas Llpton Is 
considering putting up a cup for aero 
nautlc supremacy between representa- 
tives ot the two great English- 



speaking races. This proposed con- 
test Is one which, at any rate, the 
best airship will win,, and the same 
cann.ot be said, as Sir Thomas well 
knows, In regard to international 
yacht races. 

An interesting return brought down 
in the Commons the other. day by Mr. 
Oliver shows the approximate' area of 
coal mining lands in Saskatchewan to 
be 10.G48 acres, and In Alberta 373,- 
001 acres. From payments for coal 
lands since January 1, 1900, tho gov- 
ernment received: In Saskatchewan, 
$22,786; in Alberta, $1,116,413; and 
from coal royalltips: Saskatchewan, 
$2,200; Alberta, $23,514. 

Tho Montreal Gazette is of a similar 
opinion to that of the Colonist In re- 
gard to the loan to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. It thinks tho case was one of 
Mobson's choice. Its point is that the 
government could not afford to permit 
the securities of the company to be 
depreciated. It says that the needs of 
the company arise out of the fact that 
a much better road has been built 
than was contemplated by the eon- 
tract. 



The Laurlor government has boon 
convicted of fraudently conspiring to 
Influence the vote of the farmers in 
the West through having announced 
on the eve of the recent general elec- 
tions that a system of rural mall de- 
livery would be established — though 
knowing at the time that the expendi- 
ture involved is at present quite be- 
yond the resources of Canada. The 
Postmaster-General's excuse was that 
he "had been stampeded Into addptlng 
It'- 



ll! an address to the Baptist Young 
Men's Uuion at Toronto the other day, 
President Falconer tendered his hear- 
ers some excellent advice which might 
be taken to heart with profit by th 
people of Canada generally. He said 
"Educate yourself. Take something of 
large Interest, something, that is wor- 
thy of you, work hard at it and it will 
educate you. For Instance," said Dr. 
Falconer, "the foreign population ot 
Toronto Is 40,000. Do you mean to say 
that those people look on things as we 
do? N'o, they have their own prob- 
lems to solve, and you and I have to 
face these new things." 



Very much the same amount of in- 
terest is now being shown in airships 
as was manifested on the occasion 
when the first demonstration of the 
steam engine was given by James 
Watt. A couple of days ago King Ed- 
ward gazed with unfeigned astonish- 
ment and admiration at Mr. Wilbur 
Wright circling in midair in his won- 
derful aeroplane. Historians of the 
future will no doubt record this in- 
cident as a humorous feature of the 
development of the science of aerial 
flight at a time when airships will be 
as common as automobiles and bi- 
cycles. 



The Salvation Army makes a very 
effective reply to critics of its immi- 
gration policy by stating that It is not 
bringing any people to Canada except 
those for whom positions have been 
arranged for in advance. At Liver- 
pool, a few days ago, addressing a 
party of young men of good brain and 
muscle who were among the Tunisian 
passengers, under the auspices of the 
Army, Col. Lamb, the commissioner In 
charge of emigration, stated that every 
one went out with a guarantee of work 
secured through the Army Labor 
Bureau. 



It is reported that the Admiralty has 
decided upon a new type of battleship 
outdistancing the Dreadnought type 
almost as far as the latter outdistanced 
its predecessors. The new ship will be 
a veritable movable fortress, able to 
move all its heavy guns In a complete 
circle, and fire all of thorn on either 
broadside. Probably the new ship will 
be armed with 13.5-inch guns, and will 
have a displacement of 21,000 tons and 
a speed of 25 knots. All of which goes 
to prove that there Is no "last word" 
said in anything in the way of human 
achievement. The successes of today 
are only the stepping stones »o the 
greater successes of tomorrow 



There has recently been a contro- 
versy between Brigadier-General Cot- 
ton and Major A. A. Campbell; of 
Kingston, respecting the adoption of a 
Canadian national flag, and La Presse, 
of Montreal, endorses the views of the 
Major In favor of such l! (lag, saying: 
"Dues General Cotton forget that the 
Dominion Hag has a legal existence? 
In 1S90, Sir Chares Tupper, then High 
Commissioner for Canada in London, 
brought up tlie question and had it 
solved In the sense just mentioned. 
Lord Stanley of Preston himself, then 
Governor-General of Canada, spoke of 
our national emblem as . the llag re- 
cognized to be that of the Dominion, 
both on land and water." 



Towards the ciose of his very inter- 
esting and Instructive address on "Can- 
ada and Naval Defence" before tho 
Empire League of Toronto a few days 
ago, Hon. John A. Barron, County 
Judge, of Perth, Ont., said: "I sec 
that with regard to military expendi- 
ture Sir Frederick Borden does not 
agree with tho Globe and the Globe 
does not agree with Sir Frederick 
PerjJtitE A-l a Judge I must guard my 
words, but if\fJf» Globe had said that 
this large mllltary"ey/J.<>ndlture in pre- 
paration for war wlthotfi giving one 
cent towards naval defcnec'--\yas like 
sending a man into the prize rlng'w.'th 
only one arm and one leg it would 
drawing a parallel to the condition oft 
things at the present lime." 

The press of eastern Canada is-, 
much Interested In the announcemnnti 
that the C. P. Xi. Is to Inaugurate 
specially fast transcontinental trill 



service. The " Toronto News says: 
"The report the.t the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway is to establish- a 
seventy-two-hour passenger train ser- 
vice between Montreal and Vancouver 
will startle Jules Verne's hero who 
hastened around tho world in eighty 
days. He could make much better 
time now. Tho distance between the 
two cities is a little under three thou- 
sand miles. To cover It in the time 
specified a train would have to speed 
at, an average rate of forty miles an 
hour, around rocky curves and over 
mountain passes, as well as on the 
level stretches." 



The Montreal Star gives Its hearty 
endorsement to the suggestion that 
Canada should take up the work of 
tho creation 'of a nucleus navy by ob- 
taining from Great Britain certain" of 
the smaller type of warships which 
would otherwise be placed out of com- 
mission. In Its issue of March 12', ■ It 
said, editorially: "The British gov- 
ernment lias not yet offered Cunada 
the use of her old cruisers for fisheries 
protection. This Is possibly because 
Canada has not yet offered the British 
government the "quid pro quo" which 
was part of the scheme. Wo cannot 
expect any more charity in naval or 
military matters from the British gov- 
ernment; but surely a business ar- 
rangement might be made whereby the 
money wo now spend on our local pro- 
tective service could be used for tho 
benefit of Imperial defence In ex- 
change for the use of ships for which 
Britain has no use?" 



We learn with pleasure that one of 
Canada's most loya! and practically 
helpful friends in the Old Country, Mr. 
A. J. Dawson, the editor of the Stan- 
dard 'of Empire, and author of that 
stirring Imperial romance "Tile Mes- 
sage," will shortly be visiting us again. 
We gather that the Empire newspa- 
per's editor will probably reach Can- 
ada at the end of March, and make a 
tour right through to the Pacific. Tho 
whole Standard of Empire's project is 
one of real interest to Canada, not on- 
ly because 'of the unique measure of 
publicity It gives to Canadian inter- 
ests in Great Britain and throughout 
tho Empire, but because It undoubted- 
ly had its birth as the result of A. J. 
Dawson's tour through the Dominion 
in 1007, as Sir Thomas Shauglmessy's 
guest. Mr. C. Arthur Pearson, the 
great English newspaper proprietor, 
being a keen Imperialist, too.i up Mr. 
Dawson's project with enthusiasm, 
and, by means of the huge organiza- 
tion he controls, made its immediate 
and far-reaching success possible. 
Canadians everywhere will bo keenly 
Interested to have Mr. Dawson's ac- 
count of his stewardship, and news 
generally of tho .progress of an under- 
taking of which this country is the 
god-parent. ... 

It Is declared liyvt.be New York cor- 
respondent of the London Standard 
that United States oil producers aro 
alarmed over reports that have reached 
them tending to show the existence of 
extensive oil fields in Canada that may 
place the Dominion In tho position of 
a serious rival. To quote: "West Vir- 
ginia experts, who have recently been 
Investigating the northern oil situation, 
declare that a very high grade of oil 
exists in Alberta, and the geological 
formations and signs are favorable 
through Asslnibola and Saskatchewan, 
and as far north as Athabasca. The 
extension of railway facilities through 
the Canadian oil region will place Can- 
ada in a strong position among the oil 
producing nations, if the judgment of 
tho American experts is correct. Tho 
Dominion oil is stated to be as high 
grade as the best found In the United 
States. It is from older rocks than 
most of the American petroleum, where 
Nature's refinery has been working for 
ages. A movement has now been 
started to strengthen the oil clauses 
of tin: tariff, to guard against the Do- 
minion shipping petroleum across the 
border at reduced prices. As the Can- 
adian government pays a bonus of 
-s. 2d. a barrel on all domestic oil pro- 
duced, It will not be difficult for the 
Dominion oil men to undersell Ameri- 
cans in their own market when the 
oil fields are well developed, unkss 
there Is tariff intervention." 



There is just now going the rounds 
of tho press ot eastern Canada a re- 
markable prophecy made a quarter of 
a century ago In a lecture delivered by 
Rev. Jos. Cook, then a famous Ameri- 
can clergyman, before the Boston Mon- 
day Club, lie said: "Let us not un- 
derrate the British States of North 
America. It has been my fortune late- 
ly, in Manitoba and in British Colum- 
bia, to meet with experiences which 
have given me a new conception of the 
dignity o£ the Canadian Dominion. 
Conversing with a professor of a uni- 
versity in the beautirul and energetic 
city of Winnipeg, while a map ot North 
America was opened before us, 1 put 
my compasses down, -one foot on St. 
Paul, and left the other swinging about 
the chart. 'Now,' said 1 to my In- 
formant, 'how far north must I carry 
this loose foot of the compass to reach 
the furthest border of your good wheat 
lands?' 'You must carry It north," 
said he, 'to the Peace River In Atha- 
basca. On the banks of that stream 
the buffalo and their young may be 
seen feeding on grass on the 10th of 
day.' 1 opened the compasses until 
■ hey reached the Peace River, some 
1,500 milts northwest of St. Paul. 1 
then swung the compasses around, and 
their northernmost point, when carried 
east, stood in the Atlantic Ocean, and 
when curried to the south It stood In 
the Gulf, incredible as the assertion 
may appear, there is more arable land 
northwest of St. Paul than east of it. 
Our American Consul at Winnipeg, 
the Hon. Mr. Taylor, told me that la; 
Is accustomed to divide North Ameri- 
ca into three belts — the cotton belt, the 
maize belt, and wheat belt — and that, 
in his judgment, three -quarters' of the 
wheat belt lies north of the Interna- 
tional line."

In theatre (ires during the last 
100 years, roughly, 10,000 Uvea have 
been sacrificed, the most disastrous in 
England being that which destroyed 
the Exeter theatre on September 5, 
18S7, with a pitiful loss of nearly 200 
lives.

General Sir Richard Harrison, G. 'C. 
B., has just been appointed to the hon. 
colonelcy of the Devonshire (Fortress) 
Royal Engineers in the territorial force. 

. It would bo dilticult, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette, to imagine a greater compli- 
ment to that unit. Sir Richard' eriter- 

■ ed the Royal Engineers in 1855, and, 
after having served in the Crimea, 
made a name for himself in the mu- 
tiny. He took part in the siege and 
capture of Lucknow, and was also pre- 
sent at many other actions. In 1SG0 
he was in China at the siege and cap- 
ture of the Taku Forts and at the 
advanco on Peking. On this occasion 
he won a brevit-majority. Canada and 
the United States saw him next, when 
he accompanied Sir W. Jervols on his 
special mission. In 1879 he was in 
South Africa for tho Zulu war, and 
was serving with the staff at the bat- 
tle of Ulundi. For his services during 
this campaign he received the C. B. 
The war In Egypt brought him further 
honor and a C. M. G. Jt was after his 
appointment as governor of the Royal 
Military Academy that he received the 
K. C. B., the Grand Cross being con- 
ferred In 1903. 

The Duke of Marlborough, who is 
now in his second term as mayor of 
' Woodstock, has, says the London Stan- 
dard, presented the corporation with a 
portrait of himself, painted to com- 
memorate his first year of office. The 
painting is from the brush of Mr. 
Tennyson Cole (to whom the king has 
lately sat for his portrait), and depicts 
tho duke wearing his robes of ofllce 
. and the chain presented by himself to 
the corporation some time ago. Peer 
mayors, were cfuite numerous In Eng- 
land a few years ago after the late 
Marquis of Bute set the example of 
ecceptlng office at Cardiff; but the 
Duke of Marlborough Is now almost, if 
not ciuite, the only ono In the countrv. 
In Scotland the Earl of Stair has been 
re-elected to the Provostship of Stran- 
raer, which he first held as Viscount 
Dalrymple. 

Students of the habits of monarchs 
as recorded in the personal columns of 
various journals must, says the Man- 
chester Guardian, have noticed tho 
curious fact that the more absolute 
the autocracy tho earlier the monarch 
has to rise in the morning. The Kais- 
er, It was stated the other day, rises at 
five in the morning, and begins work 
once. The Tsar gets up at some 
such dreadful hour as four a.m. No 
doubt the comparative moderation of 
the German Emperor is due to tho de- 
finite though limited powers of the 
Reichstag. King Edward probably 
rises at the comfortable hour of eight 
or nine o'clock. One of the compen- 
sations of the Turkish Constitution to 
the Sultan must have been that It en- 
abled him to lie abed in the morning. 
What is the explanation of this con- 
nection between absolutism and early 
rising? Is it that the autocrat has to 
get up very early If he is to be be- 
forehand with his dissatisfied sub- 
jects 

Lord Carlisle, in his protest against 
the destruction of wayside trees by 
vandal authorities, calls in the ex- 
ample of Continental countries, which, 
says the Manchester Guardian, are far 
more careful of their trees than we 
are. The Municipality of Paris is a 
good instance of an authority zealous- 
ly planting and guarding trees. All 
streets beyond a certain width are 
planted with trees as a matter of 
course, and damage is severely re- 
pressed. Washington has a special 
commission to look after the city trees. 
More remarkable is tho work done by 
the village improvement societies 
which are scattered all over the Unit- 
ed States. They have carried out tree- 
planting on a generous scale in all 
parts of the country. Some of these 
societies plant trees along the road- 
sides. At on,; country place in Am- 
erica not long ago the cherished trees 
were threatened by a plague of cater- 
pillars. The village school children 
were organized by the local Improve- 
ment society, and made war on the 
caterpillars, and soon cleared the trees 
of them. 

The 1st Dragoon Guards regiment, 
which had the honor of entertaining 
its chief in King Edward, has, says 
the Pall Mall Gazette, twice made its 
mark In German military history, and 
is associated with the famous "death 
charge" at Mars-Ia-Tour on August 
1C, 1870. It came out of tho terrible 
charge almost cut to pieces, having 
left on the field Its commanding officer, 
Colonel von Auerswald, with 14 of his 
officers, 120 men, and 246 horses. The 
tow sons of Prince BIsmaTcTc — Herbert 
(afterwards renowned in the field of 
diplomacy- and William— both rode In 
the charge, and came out practically 
unscathed. Prince Henry XVII. of 
Reu'ss was among the seniors of tho 
regiment killed on that occasion. Four 
years earlier— on tho great day of 
Konlggrotz — the regiment received its 
baptism of fire and fought hand to 
hand with tho fam'oua Austrian cav- 
alry corps, the Uhlans of the Emperor 
Alexander of Russia, and the Cuiras- 
sier Regiment Graf Nelpperg. Its nre- 
sent commanding officer, Major Felix 
von Barensprung, has been recently 
transferred to the command of the 
Guards Cuirassier Regiment. In which 
his earlier service was passed.

BRITISH OPINION 



The Dally Telegraph says: — The 
most important circumstance in con- 
nection with tho recent troubles in 
South-Eastern Europe is the develop- 
ment of friendly and confidential re- 
lations between England and Russia. 
This entente is sure to have conse- 
quences on the fortunes of mankind, 
the magnitudo of which none of us 
are able to realise at present. A good 
understanding and loyalty of action 
between the governments of England 
and St. Petersburg involve the estab- 
lishment of peace and order through- 
out the Asiatic continent. They ensure 
the preservation of a certain balance 
of power in Europe, and consequently 
the integrity and independence of 
more than one small State. Intimate 
relations, moreover, between Russia 
and Great Britain must help to per- 
meate Russian society with English 
ideas of liberty and order, and cannot 
fall to strengthen the hands of en- 
lightened Russian patriots who desire 
by bold but prudent reforms to pre- 
serve their country from revolution 
and the manifold and subtle evils that 
revolution -bring in its train. This lat- 
ter consideration is ono which those 
in England who profess to have tho 
causo of liberty at heart should con- 
sistently bear In mind when they criti- 
cize the policy of English statesmen, 
politicians, and thinkers who have 
succeeded in establishing the present 
understanding between this country 
and Russia. 

Mr. Markham, the Liberal member 
for Mansfield, asked the Prime Min- 
ister in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday whether British manufac- 
turers who pay the Standard rate of 
wages under the "fair wages" clause 
imposed by the government in all its 
contracts should not be protected 
against the competition of cheaper 
foreign labor by a preference on their 
goods. This of course (says the Dally 
Mall) is protection, naked and un- 
ashamed. But the question was re- 
ceived with no cries of horror from 
the Liberal front bench. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Hobhouso gave a polite, 
if evasive, answer, pleading that the 
number of such contracts was very 
small, instead of Indignantly assert- 
ing the sacred principle that cheap- 
ness is all-Important. In the matter 
of the granite for Rosyth dockyard 
the government has, however, acted 
on this principle. It has awarded to 
a Norwegian firm a contract for the 
supply of granite, at the cost of £105,- 
000 without imposing any special 
condition of wages or treatment of 
workers. The British price, as the 
result of tho "fair wages" clause, 
would have boon £134.000. The 
£29,000 saved will presumably ho em- 
ployed in relief works for the British 
quafrymen who have lost their proper 
employment, and who will be kept 
from starving by doing other people's 
work, such as laying pavements and 
acting as gardeners in parks, while 
the paviours and gardeners, being dis- 
placed, will need a fresh set of public 
works to maintain them In turn. The 
"fair wages" clause is nothing but 
the protection of labor, however the 
Labor party may try to disguise the 
fact. 



Chi 
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Standard says:— The Unionist 
believe that the two questions 
:al reform and unemployment 
are lndlssolubly connected. The free 
traders of all parties deny the con- 
nection and decline to believe the evi- 
dence which is adduced in support of 
Its existence. Their faitli In so far as 
It is a faith and not a political creed 
i.s built upon economical theory. Tariff 
reformers prefer to consider the evi- 
dence of their senses. Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain cited figures to provo 
that the productive Industries of the 
country have decreased while the an- 
cillary occupations of transport and 
distribution have Increased. Mr. Mns- 
torman, without challenging the valid- 
ity of the statistics, doubted the con- 
clusion to be drawn from them ap- 
parently because, as he affirmed, such 
a change In the Incidence of employ- 
ment was common to all countries In 
which the national wenlth was in- 
creasing. This particular point Is thus 
conveniently relegated to the debat- 
able region of economics. But Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain asserted further 
that tho margin of unemployment 
constantly existing could not be ex- 
plained by the cyclical and seasonal 
fluetatlons of trade. The tariff re- 
former has an explanation of the fact. 
The free trader has none. He rejects 
the only explanation which will fit the 
facts, and declares that no statistics 
are available, as evidence. There Is 
obviously no possible compromise to 
bo effected between the two parties

Tlio City Beautiful 

Sir: — If 1 may be allowed to Intrude 
upon the valuable space in your col- 
umns, I should like to say a little about 
Victoria, us seen from a stranger's 
standpoint. 

Arriving in tho country I had heard 
a great deal about the beauties of Vic- 
toria, B.C , anil, indeed, coming in "ay 
tho boat the tlrst sight is beautiful; 
but what a great difference on entering 
the town. The natural surroundings 
and outlook from Victoria aro lovely, 
but who can say the town itself Is 
really beautiful. There are so many 
eyesores in the .shape of cramped houses 
and streets. Then, Beacon Hill Park, 
the site of which is ideal; but what a 
park — a wilderness with but a better 
liaine. People have told me they like 
a wild and natural park, and they are 
quite right, but a wild and natural 
park does not need to Imply one which 
is untidy and unkempt, with too many 
paths and walks meandering about for 
no purpose and odd trees and shrubs 
planted about with no order or plan. 
Thon, when tho broom is not In blos- 
som, what Is there to see in the park 
except tho view and a few unhappy and 
badly kept animals and birds, and tho 
view one could see just as well from a 
road or In half the wild space. 

Then one entrance to this Wilderness 
is mado up of two roads and probably 
a third in the making, where soino 
well meaning persons hiivo planted, a 
few entirely out-of-place shrubs. 

What wonders could bo achieved hero 
If a proper plan to work to was settled 
upon. A tine collection of native trees, 
with which this land abounds, might be 
planted. Proper drives and walks with 
some reason In their meandering. The 
rock which comes to the surface might 
be utilized very cheaply In, showing 
people how to make reasonable rook 
gardens, even of native plants, Instead 
of those awful atrocities they perpetrato 
at present. 

Now, leaving the park, let us tun! 
our attention to the cemetery. Here 
one gets the idea that space must not 
he wasted and so It Is cut up into prac- 
tically square blocks Instead a( proper- 
ly laid out and planted with regard to 
space, but seemingly not so.- As it 
stands it gives the stranger tlio Im- 
pression that Victoria Is unhealthy and 
the death rate high. 

Now Improvements on all this could 
be carried out fairly cheaply and in the 
end save much of the money boing 
spent in the so-called beautifying of 
Victoria, which will have to be altered 
If Victoria Is ever going to earn tho 
name it has at present. 

There are many points which I have 
not mentioned, such as bedding out, etc. 
But until Victoria starts in with a pro- 
per plan to work upon, a plan covering 
tho city as o. whole, people will never 
he able to say as ot Naples, "Sea Vic- 
toria and die "

Tho Water Works Settlement. 

Sir: — I should like to offer a few re- 
marks with regard to the action of the 
provincial government in the water 
question. 

I think it will be admitted that a 
government, when resorting to, or facil- 
itating the resort of other bodies to 
compulsory expropriation, should be 
most careful not to afford even the 
semblance of unfairness or of undue in- 
terference. It seems to mo that our 
government. In tho caso referred to, 
have not fulfilled these conditions. They 
appear to have, In fact, passed special 
legislation for the distinct purpose of 
enabling tho council of Victoria to ex- 
propriate the property of the Esquimau 
Company at a rate of computation 
which the owners consider much lower 
than its real value The action of the 
government seems to be all in favor of 
line side, and the now conditions im- 
posed by them to be unusual and I am 
sorry to say, In my opinion, unfair. 
The basis for arbitration appears to be 
cost value; surely the real value is 
present, value, anything else seems un- 
reasonable, and the terms and condi- 
tions as to Interest, bonus, etc., so 
onerous as hardly to entitle the propos- 
ed reference to the name of arbitration 
nt all. The animus is Indeed, I fear, 
plain all through. Take one Instance, 
an amendment was proposed Imposing 
a reasonable time limit within which 
the council should he obliged to decide 
as to expropriation. This was rejected, 
though 1 think few non-politicians 
would question the fairness and im- 
portance of such a provision. 

Writing as a ratepayer and one in- 
terested In the future of Victoria, 1 
should welcome the acquisition of the 
Coldstream water supply by the city 
I have always striven for It and think 
It would bo greatly to my private in- 
terest, but I want to see it acquired by 
fair means and I do not think that tho 
course which has been taken can bo so 
described. Neither do I think that It 
will be beneficial to the city or the 
province. This water caso has become 
notorious from the law proceedings 
connected with It, and tho very damag- 
ing remarks made by the court upon the 
case put forward by the city. A number 
of tho Company's shares are, I believe 
held In England. What will be the ef- 
fect upon our credit when it Is seen 
that a company, which lias spent five 
and twenty years, and given over their 
capital and works and used their brains 
In the absolute making of such a prop- 
erty, cannot count In li,C. upon ordinary 
fair treatment. That effect may bo 
judged from the case of landed property 
In Great Britain. It is now nearly forty 
years since drastic legislation was be- 
gun Interfering with the rights of 
property. It Is now calculated by. 'an 
eminent authority that In thirty years 
tho value has decreased by several hun- 
dreds' of millions sterling, and wiiat 
used to be the premier security for in- 
vestment is now avoided by all. Many 
think that the reason of this disastrous 
depreciation is a fall In tho value of 
farm produce. The fact, however, as 
shown by the government statistics, Is 
that the average prices of farm produce 
have been higher for the last thirty 
years than for tho same period before 
1870. Tho very fact of this deprecia- 
tion should bo our opportunity, because 
much British money which used to bo 
Invested In Innd Is now seeking Invest- 
ment out of England and wo should try 
to Induce It to como here. As I said 
before, I am sorry to see what I think

Question of Maternity Home Consid- 
ered — Routine Business 



The directors of the provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital at their monthly 
meeting yesterday afternoon consid- 
ered the projected maternity home 
plan. 

The president, Mr. F. 11. Pember- 
tnn. was in the chair, and the others 
present being Messrs. E. A. Lewis, Jl. 
Dallas Helmckon, K.C., Alexander Wil- 
son, .lames Forman, and J. W. 
Bolden. 

Dr. Hasell reported the total days' 
stay for the month of February as 
having been 2,124, while of the total 
number of patients who had been ad- 
mitted to the hospital during the 
month, 73, 07 had been free patients. 

The finance committee recommend- 
ed the payment of the salaries for 
the month to the extent of $1,203.30, 
and of accounts, $2,433.88. Dr. Hasell 
Informed the hoard that the splendid 
new X Pay apparatus had just ar- 
rived from London, England, having 
cost. laid down here, the sum of $075, 
adding that It was the most modern 
Instrument of the kind that could pos- 
sibly be secured. This account to- 
gether with a bill for painting the 
house physician's residence, $128, was 
ordered to be paid. 

Tho executive committee was re- 
quested to decide upon suitable quar- 
ters for the Installation of this most 
useful apparatus, and It Is pr.obable 
that an annex will be built for this 
purpose. The maternity .home prob- 
lem was discussed at some length, 
and the executive committee was in- 
structed to prepare plans for this ad- 
dition to this hospital's splendid ac- 
commodations for the care and tho 
treatment of those who may chance 
to require attention at the hands of 
its capable staff. 

It was stated' that the ladies have 
already collected a sum which will be 
quite sufficient to defray the cost of 
the furnishings, while It In further 
understood that the provincial gov- 
rnnient will be asked to mulct

The complt Hon of Hils great tram line 
system will revolutionize our entire 
country, as the quantity of power 
which at this point is at the disposal 
of the company TA~really enormous. The 
amount of capital which Is subscribed 
is a million, and it is calculated that 
this project will eventually cost a cou- 
ple of millions or so. The government 
held a record of several thousand 
miners Inches at these falls, but as 
II has agreed to permit this appropria- 
tion of writer, all is plain sailing, as 
far as in this respect the company is 
concerned. Five or six carloads of 
fruit trees will lie brought Into our 
valley during the present spring, and 
tho great majority of tills -stock will 
come from nurseries in Salem, Oregon, 
ant' In the State of Washington.

Yesterday's issue of tho Provincial 
Gazette contains the fishery regula- 
tions for tho coming season, and it 
will be noticed that they differ consid- 
erably from those in force last year 
both as to the amount of the licence 
and the character of the regulations 
to be observed. 

It was felt by the attorney-general 
that, In view of the decision of the full 
court last year which held that the 
province had no jurisdiction to attach 
conditions to their licences, it would 
be purposeless to re- Impose these reg- 
ulations until the Privy Council has 
had an opportunity to pass upon the 
whole matter. Questions covering the 
points in dispute between the Provin- 
cial and Dominion governments in 
fishery matters will be submitted to 
the full court at the coming session, 
and thence taken to the Privy Council 
for a final determination. It is con 7 . 
B.'dered probable that In view of their 
decision in the Eraser river prosecu- 
tions last year that tho full court will 
rule against the contention of the Bri- 
tish Columbia government, and so an 
appeal to the last court of appeal ap- 
pears inevitable. Tiius it happens 
that this year the provincial licences 
are issued subject to the provisions of 
the Dominion regulations. 

Another change is in the question of 
fees. Instead of there being a fee of 
$2.50 payablo by each man in the 
boat, a licence of $5.00 will be required 
from eac,h boat and net, tho licenceo 
being always a British subject. Thus 
there will bo no restrictions upon boat 
pullers. It is understood that last 
year the law was evaded in many 
Instances, and that the new rule will 
have a better effect from a treasury 
point of view. 

Again there will be no licence de- 
manded from employees working in 
fish traps, but instead each trap will 
pay a licence of $25. This will, it is 
thought, bo more easily collected and 
work more smoothly than the other 
system. Tho text of tho new regula- 
tions follows: 

10th March, 1909. 
Salmon Fishery Regulations. 

1. In the following regulations 
take salmon" shall mean the taking 

or catching of salmon by means of a 
boat and net, or by llsh trap, and a 
person shall be deemed to take salmon 
and to require to obtain a licence un- 
der these regulations who takes sal- 
mon by means of a boat and net, or 
by means of a fish trap. 

2. No person shall take salmon of 
iny kind in any of the waters of this 
province unless authorised so to do by 
3, licence issued under tho provisions 
of these regulations. 

No fishery licence shall be granted 
to any person unless he bo a British 
subject and resident of the province 

A licence to take salmon by means 
a boat and net for one year, from 
the first day of January until the. 
thirty-first day of ' December, '"may be. 
obtained from the Commissioner of 
Fisheries, upon payment of a fee of 
live dollars. . 

A licence to take salmon by means 
of a ilsh trap for one year, from the 
first day of January until the thirty- 
first day of December, may be obtain- 
ed from the Commissioner of Fisheries 
upiui payment of a fee of twenty-five 
doilars. 

Such a licence shall authorise the 
licensee to take salmon of the kind, 
at the time and in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Dominion Fishery Reg- 
ulations. 

A licence issued under these regu- 
lations shall be In the form prescribed 
from time to time by the Commission- 
er of Fisheries. 

Any person who shall take salmon 
without a licence issued under these 
regulations shall bo guilty of an of- 
fence against these regulations and 
the "British Columbia Fisheries Act, 
1901," and amending acts.

REGULATIONS GAZETTED 
ADOUT FRUIT INDUSTRY 



New Rules Promulgated Anent 
Disinfection and Inspec- 
tion of Fruit

Revised regulations as to disinfec- 
tion of nursery stock, trees and plants, 
and regarding the inspection of im- 
ported and homegrown fruit appear in 
the current Issue .of the B. Ci Gazette. 

As these regulations are of the first 
importance to those engaged In grow- 
ing and handling fruit, they are re- 
produced textually for the benefit of 
those interested. They follow: 

Notice Is hereby given that at a 
meeting of the provincial board of hor- 
ticulture held on the 3rd March, 1909, 
the rules and regulations of the board, 
dated Juno 9th, 1905, were amended 
us follows: — 

Regulation No. 5 was repealed and 
the following substituted: — 

Regulation 5. 
Disinfection of Nursery Stock, Trees 
and Plants. 

Every person owning or occupying, 
or having in possession any land or 
orchard with standing trees or shrubs, 
or having thereon nursery stock, or 
trees and plants of any kind, Infected 
with insect pest or fungous disease, 
shall cause the same to be disinfected 
and cleansed by using the remedies 
herein prescribed, or such other in- 
secticides and fungicides as may be 
found effective, and are approved by 
a member of the board or the Inspec- 
tor Of fruit pests, and no such in- 
spected nursery stock, trees or plants 
shall be sold, forwarded, distributed 
or parted with until a certificate of 
the satisfactory cleansing thereof shall 
have been obtained from a member 
of the board or his agent, or the in- 
spector of fruit pesta. Such certifi- 
cate shall remain in force for three 
months from date of issue unless re- 
voked by further inspection. Any 
member of the board, or the inspector 
of fruit pests, may order the destruc- 
tion, by rooting out and burning, or 
by any other available method, of all 
Infected nursery stock, trees, .or plants 
of any kind, wherever after inspection 
such destruction by rooting out and 
burning is necessary to prevent the 
continued existence or spreading of 
any infection, pest or disease, and if 
any order made hereunder Is not com- 
plied with, and carried out within tho 
timo specified in such order, after a 
copy of such order has been posted up 
on or near the land or orchard or 
premises whereon such order is in- 
tended to take effect, any member of 
the board or Inspector of fruit pests 
may, by himself, his agents, servants, 
and workmen, enter into and upon any 
land, orchard or premises whereon 
such order is Intended to take effect, 
and carry such order Into effect by 
any available method, and that the 
cost of such work shall bo a charge 
against tho owner or occupier thereof, 
and no person shall In anywise how- 
soever hinder or obstruct the carry- 
ing into effect of any such order. 

Regulation No. 8 was repealed and 
tho following substituted: — 

Regulation 8. 
Inspection of Imported and Homo- 
. Grown Fruit. 

All fruYf? whether imported or grown 
In this province, and whether In pro- 
cess of growth or gathered for in- 
tended use or sale, or exposed for sale, 
shall be subject to Inspection under 
the authority of tho board, and if 
found to hi; infected with any injuri- 
ous insect pest or fungous disease, 
shall be quarantined, or may be de- 
stroyed at the expense of the owner 
of said fruit by such methods as the 
board or Its agents may direct. Pack- 
ages containing quarantined fruit shall 
be marked with a distinctive mark or 
brand at the time of the Inspection 
thereof by the Inspecting officer. It 
shall bo an offence against the rules 
and regulations of the board of hor- 
ticulture to deface or remove such 
mark or brand. 

Regulation No. 12 was amended by 
striking out so much of the directions 
for use of Spray No. 1, as referred to 
the solid form of same.

The announcement from Vancouver 
of tho proposed formation of a Provin- 
cial law school is not thought locally 
to mean anything definite, nor is it a 
n- iv move. The object of mooting the 
question now is probably with the view 
of establishing a new argument for the 
location of the. Provincial University 
at Vancouver Instead of at the capital, 
where it would be normally located. 

About a year ago a similar applica- 
tion was made to the benchers of the 
Law society by the students and ar- 
ticled clerks of Vancouver, but no ac- 
tion was taken, as the benchers 
thought that the matter should rest 
until the location of the university 
was decided upon, us a law school 
would be the natural appanuge of that 
institution. 

Tho question of tho teaching of stu- 
dents outside of the training obtained 
by them in the offices whore they are 
articled. Is a matter to which the 
benchers of the Law Society have 
given considerable thought. Some time 
ago they entered into correspondence 
with tho Council of Legal Instruction 
In London, England, which appoint the 
lecturers at the Inns of Court. They 
wanted to get copies 'of the lectures 
delivered by well known men for dis- 
tribution among the students. Unfor- 
tunately it appears that most, of the 
most eminent lecturers do not write 
their lectures and as there are no 
shorthand men present, a difficulty 
irises about getting the text of the 
ectures. This lias been overcome to 
some extent by the gift to the society 
3f bound copies of series of lectures 
on various legal topics, which now 
form part of the students' library both 
hero and In Vancouver. Unfortunately 
It seems that the local budding Black- 
stones do hot avail themselves to the 
full of the opportunities thus present- 
ed to them. In the meantime corres- 
pondence on the subject continues.

HERE AMD THERE 

The interest that we all tako In tho 
doings of royalty Is hard to account for 
but it exists even among the most 
democratic of womankind. An added 
attraction to any' piece of gossip about 
these men and women who move in so 
different a sphere is added when it 
relates to marriage. Two items of 
news of this kind are now going the 
rounds of the papers. Princess Pa- 
tricia of Connaught, the daughter of 
the King's brother, Arthur, Duke of 
Connaught, Is engaged to the Count of 
Turin. The choice of the royal lady 
has fallen on the elder brother of thut 
Duke of Abruzzl, who has made him- 
self famous by his explorations and 
discoveries. In this continent tho 
newspaper story of the engagement be- 
tweon the Duke and Miss Elldlis, tho 
daughter of an American millionaire, 
has made the name more than familiar. 

The Count of Turin is going on an 
exploring expedition to Africa and 
rumor says that the trip is undertaken 
at the bidding of his lady love, who 
wished him to do some deed of high 
emprise which would rival the fame of 
his brother, the Duke of Abruzzl. Tho 
story is an absurd one, and prn>ably 
without the slightest foundation in 
truth. 

The Princess is however a young 
lady who has the reputation of being 
as coquettish as any lair maiden of 
olden days who buckled on her 
knight's armor and sent him out on 
a long and difficult quest. 

It is whispered that the Princess 
Patricia lias had many love affairs. 
Four years ago she was said to bo 
engaged to King Alfonso of Spain, but 
like many another would-be wooer, his 
appearance was against him, and when 
he visited the princess In her home 
she sent him back disappointed. The 
Marquis of Anglesey, the Grund Duke 
Michael of Russia and the Crown 
Prince Luiz of Portugal have all in 
turn vainiy sought the hand of tho 
Princess Patricia, if we are to believe 
Dame Rumor. The princess is still In 
the bloom of youth, having numbered 
only twenty-three summers. Princess 
Patricia Is a sister of Prince Arthur, 
the last of the royal family to visit 
Victoria. So far as one may judge 
the proposed marriage Is a love match, 
for there can scarcely be state reasons 
for a royal alliance with an Italian 
count. 

The young King of Portugal, who it 
was said had resolved to take as a 
partner of his throne a sweetheart of 
rank inferior to ids own, has changed 
his mind. His choice, or more pro- 
bably that of the dignitaries of the 
kingdom, has now fallen upon Princess* 
Beatrice Leopold! ne Victoria of Saxe 
Coburg. This princess is descended 
from the royal lines both of England 
and of Russia as well as of the little 
German principality. Her father was 
Prince Alfred, second son of Queen 
Victoria, and her mother was the only 
daughter of Alexander II. of Russia. 

Her grandfather, the Prince Con- 
sort, was the Prince of Saxe Coburg 
Gotho, and her father succeeded to 
the title. The propeetlve bride al- 
though only twenty-four, Is five years 
older than the boy king, who so sadly 
fell heir to the throne of his murdered 
father. 

The Queen of Spain is a cousin of 
Princess Beatrice and It Is thought tho 
sister kingdoms would be drawn closer 
by the union, while both will be 
brought more under the Influence of 
Englund. It is easy to see that love 
may not have had much to do with 
the arrangements of this match, in 
both these cases if the marriage takes 
place the brides will change their faith 
for both are Protestants. But among 
the royal houses of Europe the claims 
of creed and ritual seem to be less 
considered than by persons of less de- 
gree.

The Jlontreal Witness has the fol- 
lowing article 011 the very foolish ac- 
tion of the United Stutta senator: 

"Senator Ettleson, speaking for the 
new woman, demanded in congress that 
there should be distinct titles for mar- 
ried and unmarried men, as there have 
always been lor married and unmar- 
ried women. The good senator, or 
those he Is fooling, thinks that con- 
gress has power over the language. 
When King Canute was hailed by the 
well-rewarded bards of his day as all 
powerful he taught in parable to Eng- 
lishmen and English kings of all time 
to come the principles of limited mon- 
archy by ordering the tide not to rise. 
A certain Roman conqueror decreed 
the use of two new Roman letters 
which appear in some inscriptions, but 
which did not survive. The only em- 
peror we know of who lias made a 
like experiment since wus Mr. Roose- 
velt, who ordered the adoption of the 
revised spelling in government publi- 
cations, but Anglo-Saxon conserva- 
tism rose in revolt against so sane a 
decision. The president had to spell 
his own messages in Johnsonese. We 
should therefore have no hope of con- 
gress over being Induced to desire 
such a change as Senator Ettleson 
proposes or of Its being able to do any- 
thing In the matter even if tried. Even 
the revised Bible has not come Into 
use, though there is no one who ques- 
tions that It is truer to the original 
than the one we use. 

There have always been distinctions 
between single and married women. In 
French it Is Madame and Mademois- 
elle. In German It Is Frau and Fraeu- 
leln. In England, in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth, a married woman was ma- 
dam, among the common people sim- 
ple dame, and an unmarried woman 
mistress. Queen Elizabeth, who had a 
prejudice against the marriage of the 
clergy, called a certain bishop's wife 
mistress, saying filie could not call her 
madam. Yet In loss exalted life the 
word mistress prevailed. In the 'Mer- 
ry Wives of Windsor,' a play supposed 
by some to have been prepared at 
Elizabeth's special request, we have 
Mistress Anne Page as well as Mis- 
tress Page, her mothor, but in ' the 
girl's case the title commonly omitted. 
The word mistress prevailed In - later 
days and became contracted in a very 
ugly way to missus for married wo- 
men, and in a prettier way to miss 
for unmarried women. In New Eng- 
land, however, where the usages of tho 
protectorate and restoration survive 
in rural use, we find miss In common 
use for married women and madam 
for Dowagers. Unmarried women are 
commonly spoken of without title. It 
is indeed considered politeness to call 
them simply Sairav or airy. If the 
ladles wish to distinguish by label be- 
tween married and unmarried men 
they will have to do the labelling 
themselves. They can call the married 
men master, and those who are open 
to that preferment mister, or If they 
do not like the miggestlon of that, they 
can put it the other way; a man will 
remain master while he is unmarried, 
and will beeoiiii; only mister lwhcn lie 



I is under bonds. For (ourselves, we 
j should like to see the feminine titles 
reformed. To havo to address and 
publicly speak of a respected matron 
as missus and to have no other word 
lor two or more missuses than mes- 
dames is very trying — so much so that 
the latter word is out of use except 
where absolutely unavoidable. ' ' 
I . . „- 

I There are many who believe that 
there Is need of the caution which By- 
stander gives in the following para- 
graph: 

"The kind people who are striving to 
bring everybody to the universities 
may have to consider more carefully 
the probable effect of their policy, not 
only on their favorite class, but on the 
general framework of society. If 
equality, industrial and social, were 
the law, the same education would 
suit us all, and the higher it could be 
carried the better it might be. But 
the world at present is not so const! 
tuted. Respectability and happiness 
must be sought, and we trust may be 
found, ns well us excellence of charac- 
ter, in other ways. By carrying edu- 
cation too high you may Impart the 
social sensitiveness of class without 
the position. There is just now a great 
expansion of the domain of physical 
science, which may exceptionally ex- 
tend for a time the demands for work- 
ers in the Intellectual market. Sym- 
pathizing heartily with the general ob- 
ject, we only say that caution should 
be used. 





THE KAISER IN E 



Two of the teachers of McGlll uni- 
versity, Professor Adaml ami Profes- 
sor Dale, are advocating In Montreal, a 
movement to create an Inte rest in 
public affairs in that city among the 
children. Earl Grey is also a warm 
supporter of tile scheme and has of- 
fered to speak before the boys and 
girls of the public schools. Dr. Adaml, 
In a speech before the Protestr.nt 
Board of School commissioners held a 
few days ago said, "The general adult 
leaves public matters altogether witli 
the aldermen, and spends all his time 
In the getting of the 'mighty dollar.' 
Things at present are in a bad state; 
but there Is a remedy for this. The 
way out of the rut. Into which the 
city has fallen. Is to approach the ris- 
ing generation as to the necessity of 
taking an Interest In public matters. 

"The question then comes, how can 
we do It? Our association has spent 
some weeks in thinking out a method, 
and suggests that it be impressed up- 
on the teachers to use every possible 
chance of showing their pupils the ne- 
cessity of devoting some of their sur- 
plus time to the looking into of public 
matters." . 

If the children of Victoria could be 
induced to take an Interest !n their 
own city there would be a reformation 
In the conduct of public affairs in the 
future. There Is much that they 
might be taught to do even as children, 
that would conduce to the beauty and 
order of the city. When It came to 
their turn to have a share In Its man- 
agement they would' have learned to 
take a pride In Its prosperity and 
would be jealous of, its good name. 
Much that Is wanting now in the con- 
duct of municipal affairs would be 
supplied If tho true meaning of citi- 
zenship were learned before the boys 
now In the schools are old enough to 
exercise the franchise. 



TRIED _RECIPES 

Egg Timbales 

Melt one tablespoonful of butter, add 
one tablespoonful of Hour, and stir un- 
til well blended: then pour on gradu- 
ally, while stirring and beating con- 
stantly, two-thirds of a cupful of milk. 
Bring to the boiling point, and sea- 
son with one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
one-eighth of a teaspoonful of pepper, 
a few grains of celery salt and one 
tablespoonful of finely chopped pars- 
ley. Add the yolks of two eggs 
beaten until thick and lemon colored, 
and cut and fold In the whites of 
three eggs beaten until stiff and dry. 
Turn into buttered Individual molds, 
set In a panful of hot water and bake 
in a moderate oven until firm. Re- 
move from the molds to a hot serv- 
ing dish, and pour around tomatoe 
cream sauce, which Is made as fol- 
lows: Cook one-half quart can of 
tomatoes with a sprig of thyme, one 
stalk of celery, one slice of onion and 
a bit of bay leaf fifteen minutes, then 
rub through a strainer. Add one- 
fourth of a teaspoonful of soda and 
one cupful of white sauce, and serve 
at once. If all the seasonings are not 
at hand just omit them. To offer va- 
riety, egg timbales may be most sat- 
isfactorily served with cream sauce. 
• « * 

Tomato Aspic 

A tomato aspic is also a hoon in hot 
weather. To make this, strain the 
liquor from stewed tomatoes and put 
It over the Are with a sliced onion, 
a bay leal', a stalk of celery and one 
of parsley, and cook for fifteen min- 
utes. Add to a pint of this a full 
tablespoonful .of gelatine which has 
been soaked In just enough cold water 
to soften It. Stir until dissolved, take 
from the fire, season and strain, and 
set aside to cool. This is good to serve 
with cold meat or with vegetables of 
several sorts. A delicious dish may 
■bo made by pouring a little of this 
aspic into the bottom of a mold, ar- 
ranging cold chicken or cooked sweet- 
breads up on it, poring in more of the 
jelly, placing a layer of the whites of 
hard-boiled eggs cut in slices, with 
the whole yolks among them, and then 
filling up the mold witli jelly. This 
should be very cold and firm before it 
is turned out. It may be made richer 
•by serving mayonnaise dressing with 
it. This jelly is also good it' set to 
form In small cups, turned out on let- 
tuce leaves aiul dressed with a mayon- 
naise or a French salad dressing. Or 
if may be formed into a large mold, 
turned out on lettuce leaves, and gar- 
nished with radishes. 



M.A.P. gives the following descrip- 
tion of the Empress of Germany, to 
whom attention has been directed by 
the recent visit of the King and Queen 
to Berlin. It says: 

"She embodies in a remarkable man- 
ner the qualities of Empress and 
ha'usfrau, and has an Immense power 
over the Impulslvo Kaiser. Like him, 
she Is an opponent of the woman's 
movement, for a model housewife is 
the German ideal of a perfect woman. 
Nevertheless, the Kalserin has strong 
\ iews on many subjects, and, al- 
though, of course, she does not inter- 
fere In politics, she makes her influence 
felt in many ways both at court and 
among the people.' Her Majesty has 
few hobbies and does not care for pub- 
licity, but, curiously enough, consid- 
ering her great domesticity, she Is a 
keen student of medicine, and Is re- 
garded as quite equal to a professional 
doctor In cases of drdinaryt illness. 

In spite of his great liking for dis- 
play, tho Kaiser is a believer In the 
simple life In the home, and the 
Kalserin sees to It that everything is 
done in the most punctual and method- 
ical manner. Breakfast at the Court 
Is nevei- later than eight o'clock and 
the Emperor would not dream of hav- ' 
lng this meal unless the Empress was i 
there to pour out bis coffee. It is 

said in Germany that this early hour 
has had a lot to do with Impairing 
the Ka'iserln's health, for, not being 
gifted with very great stamina, she is 
far more easily fatigued than is her 
energetic husband. The Empress's love 
of punctuality in tile home is so great 
that when she gives a wedding pres- 
ent to one of her friends. It almost In- 
variably consists of a plain travelling 
clock. 

The Kalserin is by no means a leader 
of fashion, and she Invariably dresses 
cs simply and as quietly as possible. 
Tho story goes that on one occasion 
when she and the Kaiser were visit- 
ing Queen Margharlta of Italy, the 
Emperor and Queen Margharlta went 
togi ther to a dressmaker's in Rome to 
choose a robe for the Kalserin as a 
present The dressmaker, delighted at 
tlie prospect of serving royalty brought 
forward the finest gown in her estab- 
lishment, but the Kaiser waved it 
aside with the remark: "Oh, that 
would be of no use to my wife. She 
always has half-a-dozen children 
tumbling about her skirts, and they 
would make short work of all that 
pretty stuff!"/ It Is related, too, that 
during a royal procession one day In 
tho streets of Berlin, a workman 
standing in the crowd was 90 struck 
witli the simple costume of the Kalser- 
in that he said loudly as ho turned 
away: "I'm going straight homo to 
tear the flowers out of my girl's hats." 

Although she hardly ever wears 
thorn, the EmpresH has one of tho fin- 
est collections of jewellry In the world. 
Her diamonds alone are valued at a 
quarter of a million pounds, and she 
has also many valuable ropes of pearls 
and other costly trinkets worth a huge 
fortune. The piece of jewellry which 
she herself most values, however. Is 
a bracelet which she never allows to 
go out of her possession. It was a 
present from the Kaiser, and is com- 
posed of seven pieces. The links, each 
one ornumented with diamonds, repre- 
sent !n line enamel the likenesses of 
all tho members of the Imperial family, 
and in a heart-shaped open locket at- 
tached to the bracelet is a miniature 
portrait of tho Kaiser himself. The 
German Empress Is entitled to wear an 
order which no one else In the world 
lean wear. It Is the Order of the 
Hohonzollern Swan, and was founder 
by Frledricli II In the fifteenth cen- 
tury. After some time In fell Into 
abeyance, but was revived again in 
1S43, with the strict proviso that 11 
was only to be worn by the Consorts 
of Kaisers. Thus It, has descended to 
the present Kalserin, who, needless to 
hay, is very proud of the distinction.

Names of Fabrics. 

Damask comes from the city of Da- 
mascus; satins from Saytovvn, in 
China; calico from Calicut, in India, 
formerly celebrated for its cotton cloth 
and where the printing of calico wus 
first tried, muslin is named from 
Mosollm, Asia; alpaca, an animal of 
the llama species, whose wool serves 
to make this fabric; taffeta is named 
from a street in Bagdad; cambric from 
Cambrai; gauze from Gaza; baize from 
Bajac; dimity from Damietta; jeans 
from Jean; drugget is derived from the 
name of a city in Ireland, Drngheda; 
duck is named ;rom Torque, jn Nor- 
mandy; blanket is called after Thomas 
Blanket, a famous clothier connected 
with the introduction of woollens into 
England, 1340; sorgo derives Its name 
from Zerge, a Spanish name for a 
peculiar woollen blanket; velvet from 
the Italian Vullut, Which means woolly. 



Tho Danger in Tobacco 

There are two poisons always to bo 
found in tobacco smoke, one inert in 
small quantities, the other more ac- 
tive. The burning of tobacco In air 
forms, by combination with oxygen, 
two gases with which every reader is 
familiar. One- of these Is carbon 
dioxid, or carbonic acid; the other is 
carbon monoxld, the gas that Is seen 
to burn with a blue flame at the top 
01' a coal lire. The volume of carbon 
dioxid given off in tobacco smoke is 
largo; that of Its more dangerous com- 
panion, carbon monoxld is small. 

How do any of these poisons enter 
the system of the smoker? First of 
all, they are capable of being absorbed 
to some extent through the mucous 
lining of the mouth. But it is in the 
lungs of one who inhales that the 
great harm Is done. This senseless 
practice of sucking the smoke down 
into the 'lungs keeps up a constant 
and dangerous irritation of the deli- 
cate sensitive membranes of those 
valuable organs. The burning of pa- 
per' is blamed for much of the harm 
that cigarettes sometimes do; but to 
the delicate membranes of the lungs 
the tar abundant In tobacco smoke Is 
much more harmful. And the poisons 
present in tiny quantities in tobacco 
smoke passes through the linings of 
a lung direct to the blood. 

To the inhaler smoking is therefore 
a practice that tends to quick physical 
degeneration. For the smoker who 
never allows the vapor to go lower 
than his mouth the cigarette Is prob- 
ably no more harmful than the pipe 
or cigar. Every smoker, however, who 
has tho "cigarette cough" is an in- 
haler, whether he admits it or not. 



Where Do Pins Go? 

Whore do pins come from, and where 
do they go to? Germany provides 
three-quarters of the world witli pins 
and needles. Great Britain furnishes 
the rest. All told, a late computation 
lias proved that 15(1,000,000 of pins 
and needles are used, broken or lost 
every day in the year. Sundays in- 
cluded. The representative of the big- 
gest needle and pin manufactory In 
tho world was asked to explain what 
became of these pins and needles that | 
daily vanish from the face of the earth. ] 
He shook his head, saying that he 
could think of no adequate explana- 
tion. "They go," he said, "and we 
have to make up for loss, that's all 
there is In it."

Clever English Bantamweight 
Outpointed Hill in Fifteen 
Round Bout

After fifteen rounds of milling which 
bordered on the sensational and savor- 
-i'd .of, real- excitement -throughout,: Jim-., 
mie Butler -was awarded, the decision 
over -Billy Hill in a bout hold under 
the auspices of the Victoria West Ath- 
letic associaton in A. O. U. W. hall 
last night. 

Butler displayed a knowledge of 
boxing which would have stood him in 
better stead against an opponent of 
less worthy steel, but he at least had 
the better of the argument from every 
standpoint. Hill demonstrated from 
the llrst that ho was in the ring on 
business bent, and it may be said for 
him that he never shirked for a see- 
V>nd. His defense nt critical moments 
•was of such a rough, and tumble type 
that Butler found great difficulty in 
weathering his storm and on the whole 
was forced by Hill to travel a very 
stony path to victory. 

Butler and Hill entered the ring 
.shortly after the finish of the two pre- 
liminaries between Young Johnson and 
Joe Bailey and Burgess and Mclntyre. 
Bailey was awarded the honors in the 
curtain-raiser and the semi-final was 
terminated by Chief of Police Langley, 
who decided in favor of Burgess on a 
foul. 

The main cventers pranced before 
the spectators promptly at 0.15. They 
were attended by the usual small 
army of towel-swingers, et' cetera. 
Butler sized up as much the taller of 
the two and ringside spectators Im- 
mediately recognized In him an almost 
exact counterpart of "Toothpick" Cove, 
who was popular in local boxing circles 
some time ago. Butler had the ad- 
vantage of weight nnd reach. Rereree 
Pod announced that Hill scaled at 11 1 
and Butler five pounds heavier. 

In the first round , honors were, about 
even. Both boys remained content to 
spar. Butler wasted energy in super- 
fluous foot work hut exhibited a clever 
Jab which was very noticeable in later 
rounds. 

Outpointed Hill 

; In the second Butlor outjabbed and 
outpointed Hill until the last of the 
period, when Billy mil Imbered a cou- 
ple of haymakers that would have 
called for curtains if Butler had been 
a trifle less wary. The third was a 
bit milder and the gong found Butler 
but slightly In the supremacy. Hill 
jumped to the front with a vengeance 
In the fourth and kept his lanky op- 
ponent guessing with a series of tac- 
tics which wero calculated to get But- 
ler off his guard. Once Butler was 
sent to the canvas, but came back 
strong. The fifth belonged to Butler 
although Hill brought a spray of blood 
from the taller boy's nose In a clinch. 

Butler was knocked down and al- 
most through the ropes In the sixth 
after he had jabbed Billy Into a state 
of anger. Considering the two affairs 
the period could have been declared a 
dead heat. The seventh was about the 
same without the klVbckout, In the 
eighth Hill started rushing, but Butler 
•stood him off with tantalizing jabs 
Butler feinted to bis knees but Billy 
failed to fall for the decoy and wlselv 
stood aloof until his adversary assum- 
ed fighting posture. HIM pushed his 
opponent to the ropes and Incurred 
the displeasure of the crowd 

At this Juncture Chief Langley was 
compelled to deliver a brief address to 
the gallery gods, who were becoming a 
bit too obstreperous. The official edict 
seemed t*o affect the fighters hi the 
ninth, as they stayed strictly within 
the bounds of parlor parlev-vouz un- 
til the gong. 

Butler's star took ; , slight shoot 
downward In the tenth round as Hill 
sot a pace that was Fpeedy In' the ex- 
treme. The lanky youngster was forc- 
ed to his knees a couple of times ami 
was literally rushed off his feet 
throughout the period, 

The remaining rounds were all in fa- 
vor oft Butler with the exception of the 
eleventh, when the stocky little young- 
ster almost edged his w-ay into' a de- 
cision. 



The Preliminaries 

Young Johnson and J'oe Bailey start- 
ed the festivities of the evening with 
a four-round contest which was very 
good considering the fact that John- 
son was put on at the last minute to 
fill the place of a brother member 'of 
the same name who failed to put in an 
appearance. From the start the boys 
assumed gladiatorial crouches that 
would have made Rudolph Unholtz 
look like a straight front model and 
Rudle is so crooked physically that he 
couldn't He down In a round house.

A Vancouver .athlete, in a letter to 
the press of that city, suggests that 
the coast cities unite in an endeavor 
to render amateur lacrosse popular. 
His communication in part follows: 

"There are many reasons why the 
national game, lacrosse, has been in 
dltllculty here. One reason stands out 
pre-eminent, viz., business men do not 
like to have employoes continually 
wanting to get "off" — simply to play,. 
These men are good sports, realize the 
need of the game, but yet have be- 
come Impatient, dissatisfied with con- 
ditions as they have been; men go 
away too often, presenting :to the 
business and professional men of the 
community an unfair and abnormal 
condition in sport and that leads me to 
say that without- the whole hearted 
enthusiastic support of the. business 
and professional men of the city no 
sport can thrive with a true national 
significance. 

I therefore dare to present the fol- 
lowing as a reasonable and workable 
plan for the future. Form in Vancou- 
ver, AVestmlnster and Victoria a la- 
crosse league. There are at present 
three strong teams in each city as fol- 
lows: Vancouver — Y. M. C. A., V. A. 
C. Mount Pleasant, Falrview of 
Bburne. New Westminster will have 
three clubs and Victoria three. Each 
city, therefore, has its own league. The 
provincial championship should be 
played off at the B. C. Fair by tourna- 
ment; those in charge putting up line 
solid gold medals, emblematic of the 
championship of British Columbia, be- 
sides a trophy for annual competition. 
The working out of the details of 
these arrangements, such as the pro- 
per time for playing games (whether 
night or Saturday afternoon or both); 
the team that shall represent each dis- 
trict — for my 'own part I believe it 
ought to be tlie winning team of each 
district — can be in the hands of a 
strong "Council of Lacrosse," which 
will be composed of representative 
business men who can always be found 
to back a good thing. These men to 
be responsible to each city or com- 
munity for the policy to lie pursued in 
all matters appertaining to lacrosse. 

The name of this new league ought 
to be the City Lacrosse association 
this year. If divisions are necessary 
then Intermediates, Juniors, etc., can 
be formed.. At present who will say 
that the teams before mentioned are 
not capable of putting up a first grade 
brand of lacrosse? 

This policy or arrangement will do 
three things: 

First—It will popularize lacrosse In 
the minds os! many devotees, whole 
hearted business men, who feel sorely 
the degenerate conditions of the game. 

Second — it will Interest a large 
number of players In each city and 
glvo them each an ambition to strive 
tor each season. 

Third— It will place the responsibil- 
ity for a clean amateur game upon the 
shoulders of those best able to bear It, 
namely, the business nnd professional 
men, the citizens of the city, to whom 
we look for all matters appertaining to 
the Industrial, commercial, Intellectual 
and recreative welfare of its young 
men and boys. In this therefore, I see 
perpetuity, a future for the game and 
the players, and in this I think I voice 
the sentiments of those who feel that 
the strenuous Canuck needs strenuous 
expression for his play life, finds it 
his real pleasure on the end of a la- 
crosse stick — for it interferes not with 
his serious life .vork and demands on- 
ly a proper amount of time— nay, 
strengthens him and enables him to do 
real Justice to his opportunity as a live 
Canadian youth. 

I am submitting this letter in the 
hope that British Columbians will rise 
to their true worth in stemming what 
would seem to be a tidal wave of pro- 
fessionalism emanating from New 
York and thereabouts, and causing no 
small amount of concern for those in- 
terested In sport for sport's sake

A DISASTROUS TYPHOON 



New National Harbor to Be Es- 
tablished as Free Port in 
North By China 



On what may bo lier last voyage to 
this port the steamer lyo Maru, of tho 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha, Capt. S. J. G. 
Parsons, reached port yesterday 
morning- after an uneventful passage 
from Yokohama, 

The Japanese on board tho liner 
stated that on her return it was in- 
tended to transfer the lyo Maru to tho 
European lino to relievo the steamer 
Kamakura Maru, which would run In 
the Yokohama-Formosan service.' Tho 
Osaka Shosen Kalskn, rivals to tho 
N.Y.K. line, had chartered the fast 
volunteer steamer Sakura Maru from 
the Japanese government for their 
Yokohama-Formosa service. The Sa- 
kura Maru is a fast steamer, but an 
expensive coal consumer, and to copo 
with this vessel tho N.Y.K. line had 
decided to take tho Kamakura Maru 
from the European line and operato 
her to Formosa. The steamer Ceylon 
Maru, now used In tho Yokohama- 
Bombay service, will bo sent across 
the Pacific to replace the lyo Maru, 
Jf the transfer is .made, in the Hong 
Kong-Seattle service. 

The Passengers. 

There were seven saloon passengers 
on the lyo Maru. Capt. G. S. Lapralk, 
of the N.Y.K. steamer Kaga Muru, ar- 
rived as a passenger to spend a vaca- 
tion in Victoria and Seattle. T. 
Hayncs, U. S. consul-Sonera! at Singa- 
pore, arrived from tho Straits port, on 
his way to Washington; R. Gardiner, 
British vice-consul at Tslngtau, who 
Is employed by a straw-braid export- 
ing firm at the German port in North 
Shantung, arrived on his way to Lon- 
don to be married; H. E. Watte, an 
American business man, representing 
the Cudahy Packing Co., came from 
Singapore on his way to New York, 
and J. C. Ward, from Shanghai, return- 
ing to Seattle. K, Morlta, editor and 
proprietor of a Japanese newspaper 
published at Sacramento, Cat., return- 
ed from a visit to Tokio. There were 
cloven intermediate passengers, J. B. 
Murray, Mr. and Mrs. E. S. Thomas, 
(i. Schlee and seven Japanese, includ- 
ing K. Kokubo, a Japanese railroad 
engineer, who intends to llnd work on 
an American railroad to perfect his 
knowledge of railroad engineering. 

The steerage passengers totalled 3G, 
of whom G Japanese debarked at tho 
outer wharf. For Seattle there wero 
10 Japanese, and 2 Russians and for 
San Francisco 13 Japanese and 2 Rus- 
sians. A large percentage of the Ja- 
panese passengers were women. Two 
Japanese, who were represented as 
merchants and were not considered to 
have successfully established their 
claim to outer the Dominion, wero or- 
dered to bo held for deportation by Dr. 
G. L. Milne, the local immigration in- 
spector. 

The lyo Maru brought a small car- 
go. The bulk of her freight was matting 
and rice. The total cargo on board 
amounted to 2.0S9 tons, of which 309 
tons. Including G.509 bags ■ of rice and 
beans, 900 tubs of miso and soy, 330 
bags of sugar and G57 packages of gen- 
eral merchandise, was landed here 
The Seattle cargo was as follows; 
Matting, 8,(10 rolls; rice, 2,604 mats; 
miso and soy, 1,369 tubs; tea, 1-10 
chests; firecrackers, 1,612 boxes;. silk 
goods, S5S bales and 3,657 packages 
of general merchandise. ■ •> 

Rescues at Sea. 
Considerable loss of life and snvoral 
disasters to Japanese sailing-craft as. 
a result of a typhoon near Shlmono- 
soki was reported, At Shlmonosekl 5J 
junks foundered. The British' steamer- 
Tainan rescued a man and his wife, 
the survivors of a submerged junk, 
found clinging to a capsized v.essol in 
the Sea of Japan, and the French 
steamer Salazie took off sixteen sur- 
vivors of tho sailing -junk Yeblsu 
Maru, who were clinging to the wreck 
during the gale. The rescue was 
bravely done, the boat from tho liner 
being almost swamped. 

Chinese Free Port. 
Advices wero brought that the Chin- 
ese government is surveying a now 
harbor In the Gulf of Pochlli, called 
Eoinshan, about 10 miles north of 
Shanhalkwan, for use as a Chinese 
national port ol" opposition to the Ja- 
panese port of Dalny. The harbor Is' 
free from lee in winter and a break- 
water will be built to render it safe. 
The Chinese government Intends to 
establish the new harbor as a free port, 
and has engaged a British engineer to 
design the harbor works. It Is ex- 
pected to divert the trade of Manchuria 
from Japan by way of this port. 
Aclalo Wreck Sold. 
From Tokio It Is claimed that tho 
wreck of the Bank line steamer Adato 
had been sold for S3.000 to- the Ya- 
mashita Marine Engineering AVorks, 
of Yokohama. 

Tho HOOhl, of Tokio. explains that 
the proposed boycott of the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacilic exposition, since aban- 
doned, was not started as an antl- 
Amerlean movement but was directed 
against the Tokio government as an 
objection to the taxation on fabrics, 
the object of tho agitation being to 
place tho government In an awkward 
position regarding the Seattle exposi- 
tion. Tho agitation against the tax 
on fabrics has become universal and 
a mock funeral of tho Katsura govern- 
ment was held at Kyoto In this con- 
nection. 

With Revolutionary Masks. 
Complaint has been made to the Ja- 
panese authorities that Japanese trad- 
ers havo sent a; large amount of mer- 
chandise to India bearing revolution- 
ary trado marks aimed aguinst the 
British government; ,

JAPANESE CRUISERS 

DUE MAY 12TH 



Will Spend Three Days at Es- 
quimalt on Arrival From 
Honolulu 



The Japanese four-funnelled cruis- 
ers Aso ami Soya, ex Bayan and 
Varyag, no\y on the way across the 
Pacific, are to arrive at Esquimau 
on May 12, according to the schedule 
issued at Tokyo by the naval depart- 
ment shortly before the sailing of tho 
Japanese steamer lyo Maru, which 
reached port yesterday morning from 
the Orient. The Aso and Soya were 
at Yoltosuka being outfitted for their 
long voyage of 13,340 miles to bo ac- 
complished before they return to the 
Japanese naval yard again on 
August 7. 

After, the Japanese custom the itin- 
erary of the cruise of the training 
squadron has been mapped out and 
the visits to the various ports of call 
will be "as previously arranged." 
Honolulu will bo roached .April 1 and 
tie two warships will remain at the 
Island port until April 10 when they 
will sail Cor.. Hilo, where four days 
will be spent and tho two vessels will 
weigh, anchor for San Francisco on 
April 14. arriving on April 25 and re- 
maining until May 8. 

The Golden Gate will be loft on May 
8 and the Aso and Soya will proceed 
to Esquimalt, where they Will drop 
anchor on May 12, and remain hero 
for three days, leaving on May 15 for 
Vancouver, where they are to stay 
until May 22, and will then sail for 
Tacoma, arriving May 23 and leaving 
for Seattle on May 27. 

The two warships will await tho 
opening, of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
exposition at Seattle and on Juno 10 
alter their Seattle visit is ended they 
will proceed direct to Honolulu and 
after eight days at tho island port 
will steam for Hakodate In North 
Japan, arriving there July 20 and sail- 
ing four 1 days later for Ohmlnato, 
where they will remain until August 
4 and will return 'thence to the naval 
baso at Yokosuka, arriving on

STRONG FIGHT MADE 
FOR VICTORIA HARBOR 



Local Member Asks For Justice 
.in. Expenditure Made .For 
Improving Ports 



A strong light for the Improvement 
;of Victoria harbor by the Dominion 
government is being made at Ottawa 
by G. H. Barnard, M. P., the local mem- 
ber in the Commons. After explaining 
how lie had boon misinformed with re- 
gard to an appropriation for $150,000 
which was for a Victoria harbor on 
Georgian bay, and had written to tho 
Inner Harbor association of Victoria 
the news that this appropriation had 
been passed, Mr. Barnard said: "Now, 
I wish to say a few words with regard 
to the justice of an appropriation for 
the harbor of Victoria, B. C. In tho 
first place, I may say that the secre- 
tary of this harbor association is a 
gentleman who, up to tho present time 
has worked for the improvement of 
that harbor practically without any 
remuneration whatever. Some years 
ago, he, at the request of the depav 
ment of public works furnished that 
department with a complete sot of his 
plans as to the full development of 
that harbor, but unfortunately those 
plans wore destroyed In the lire which 
burned the western block. However, 
from time to time appropriations were 
made, very small appropriations It Is 
true, in connection with tho dredging 
work in the city of Victoria, but last 
year — I would n'ot like to insinuate 
that tho proximity of the election had 
anything to do with it— tho city of 
Victoria was voted an appropriation of 
$00,000 for the dredging of its harbor. 
This was tho first time In the history 
'of that port, I think I am safe in say- 
ing, that' it had received more than 
$10,000. Tho appropriation has not all 
been spent, $30,000 out of tho' $60,000 
still remains unspent. The people of 
Victoria were allowed to suppose, I do 
not say it was distinctly stated, but at 
any rate the people of Victoria had, 
come to the conclusion that the scheme 
of development that had been outlin- 
ed by the gentleman I mentioned and 
to whom tho city of Victoria is so 
greatly indebted owing to his efforts 
in her behalf, had been adopted, and 
that tho government were commencing 
on a scheme whereby they would, by 
the appropriation of a certain amount 
each year, in time complete the work 
in connection with that harbor. 

I find this year there Is no special 
appropriation for the city of Victoria. 

Hon. Mr. Pugsley, minister of pub- 
lic works, stated that the hon. member 
was in error and that an item for 
dredging was included In the dredging 
vote for B. C. 

Mr. Barnard then went on to speak 
of tho work to be done elsewhere In 
British Columbia, A deputation from 
Vancouver had asked for a large ap- 
propriation for widening the Narrows, 
and a larce amount of dredging was 
required in tho Frnser. Then the'r 
was work to bo done in the Arrow 
Lakes, He thought tho appropriation 
of $125,000 for dredging would not go 
far. He noticed that the minister's 
appropriation for dredging in St. John 
was $475,000, and that was a special 
vote for St. John. 

Mr. Barnard said, after speaking of 
the minister's reference earlier in tho 
debate to Victoria as "a great port," 
quoted from the report of the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, showing 
how the tonnage of Victoria led all 
other ports of the Dominion. Mr. 
Barnard >suid: "In- the summary 'of 
the report of tho department of trado 
and con.merce. in the statement show 
ing i tho number .and tonnage of sea 
going vessels, both steam and sail, en 
tered and cleared- from the principal 
ports during the year.l90G-7 and 1908, 
it is stated that the sea-going tonnage 
of tho various ports for 1908 was as 
follows;

Victoria 2,695,000 

Montreal 2,G89,000 

Halifax 2,054,000 

Vancouver 2,045,000 

St. John i„sr>9,ooo

Thus Victoria has a tonnage of 7,000 
tons greater than that 'of Montreal. 
Hon. Mr. Pugsley pointed out that tills 
included the dally steamers. Mr. Bar- 
nard said: I wish to be quite fair. I 
do not moan to contend that the city 
of Victoria compares with Montreal or 
Quebec or Halifax in the amount 'of 
freight it handles, but I do say that 
the figures I havo quoted are sufficient 
to show that both Victoria and Van- 
couver are cities of such importance 
In tho department of commerce that 
tho Dominion government has no lon- 
ger any right to ignore them In ques- 
tions of national expenditure. Tho 
tonnage I havo quoted deals altogether 
with sea-going vessels. The figures In 
connection with tho coasting trade aro 
somewhat different; These figures 
are:

I ran prepared to admit that St. 
John ships much more freight than 
either Victoria or Vancouver, but these 
figures are sufficient to show to any 
reasonable person that the ports ol 
Victoria and Vancouver arc just as 
deserving of consideration, notwith- 
standing the fact that they are In tho 
little province of B. C.— little in point 
of votes, but big in area and import- 
ance— as arc some of the ports in the 
maritime and other eastern provinces 

Mr. Barnard then went on to quote 
the amounts expended at eastern ports 
for Improvement, tlie figures from 1899 
to 1908 showing that while $7,396,440 
had been expended at eastern ports tho 
amount spent at Victoria and Vancou- 
ver was $25G,17S. He considered that 
appropriations should be made for Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, and went on to 
toll of tho great and growing trade of 
both ports. Concluding he said- 
"When one sees an expenditure of 
$000,000 deliberately voted for tho im- 
provement of some rapids to connect a 
lake with Winnipeg where there Is no 
shipping except a prairie scho'onor, I 
submit that it is a most unreasonable 
expenditure. 

Hon. Mr. Pugsley said ho recognized 
the importance of the ports of Victoria 
and Vancouver. Considerable dredging 
work was done at Victoria and now 
the dredge Mudlark and the powerful 
dredge constructed by the government 
wore at work, and a considerable part, 
if not all, of the appropriation which 
was made last session, will be expend- 
ed before tho close :of tile presiyit fiscal 



year in doing the very work which the 
hon. member thinks ought, to bo done 
in the harbor of Victoria. Speaking of 
dredging in B. C. for. which $125,000 
was provided, Hon. Mr Pugsley said: 
"With tho new dredge' • .brought 1 from 
Germany wo shair have four at work 
in that province, the Pooley, (Fruit- 
ling?); the King Edward, AJax and 
Mudlark. 



IMEWINGTON TURNED 

OVER TO 'DEPARTMENT 



New Lighthouse Tender Reached Port 
Yesterday to Be Made Ready 
For New Work 



The steam "trawler .Nowington which 
has been purchased by tho marine and 
fisheries, department for lighthouse 
and buoy work in British Columbia 
waters with the steamer Quadra 
steamed into tho government wharf 
from Now Westminster at 1 p. m. yen- 
torday with her flags flying to be 
turned over to Capt. Gaudln, local 
agent of the department, who re- 
turned from the Frnser river on her, 
in command of Capt. P. Shadforth. 
The Nowington will be turned over 
at once and will be fitted out for her 
work as early as possible. 

Since tho purchase of tho Nowing- 
ton there has boon considerable com- 
motion among the men of tho light- 
house service with regard to the ap- 
pointments to be made for tho new 
vessel. Whether promotions from tho 
Quadra will bo made is, not known. 
There are throe applicants for . tho 
position of master of the now steamer, 
two at present in the employ of tho 
marine department and the other a 
local shipmaster. 

The Nowington was berthed at tho 
government wharf on arrival from the 
Fraser river, alongside the derrick 
scow which is to be towed by the 
Nowington when she enters commis- 
sion. Tho steam trawler, while hav- 
ing limited carrying capacity, in a 
substantial little seagoing vessel, with 
a capital engine. She was built by a 
company owning a number of fishing 
smacks engaged in the North Sea and 
acted as tender to tho smaller vcshcIh 
carrying their catch to Grimsby. Slio 
was brought to British Columbia three 
or four years ago and for a time en- 
gaged in tho halibut fishing business 
In northern B. C. waters. She is a 
good vessel for towing purposes. B. 
J. Fader owned tho steamer, wh.'ch 
was sold to the government for $42,000. 

SEEKS TO CrTARTER THE 
PRINCESS CHARLOTTE 

Ambitious Scheme of Local Real Es- 
tate Man' to Take Excursion 
North 



To charter the steamer Princess 
Charlotte from tho C.P.K. at a re- 
ported cost of $18,000 for a ten -day 
excursion trip to Queen Charlotte 
islands to carry prospective pur- 
chasers of town lots In a townslte on 
Queen Charlotte Islands is the ambi- 
tious scheme of a local real estute 
man. 

The negotiations entered into with 
tho C.P.B. by the, prospective char- 
terer was the talk of tho waterfront 
yesterday. 

The scheme is to have the Princess 
Charlotte sail from' Victoria on May 
15, charter money to be paid at the 
rate of ?1S,000, for^Hm, voyage. „ . ., .,.

Capf. Thomas P. Quinn, of the Se- 
attle fishing schooner Sophie John- 
ston, which has returned to the Sound 
port from a fishing cruise off the west 
coast of Vancouver island is awaiting 
the settlement of a claim made by him 
for $1,250 for the services he rendered 
in picking up a derelict acetylene gas 
beacon which drifted away from a 
menace to navigation in northern 
waters and was found and anchored 
at Prince of Wales Island from: where 
it was recovered by the Quadra. The 
claim has been referred ,to Ottawa. 

While on a fishing cruise in Janu- 
ary the Sophie Johnson found a drift- 
ing gas buoy off- Dixon Entrance. 
Capt. Quinn picked It up and towed It 
to a sheltered cove. It was no easy 
task as the beacon is n heavy piece 
of stool and it required thirty-six 
hours of constant towing to take the 
light to a safe shelter. The vessel's 
owners sent a claim to the govern- 
ment, but It lias not. jet been paid. 
The beacon Is said to be worth $5,000.

Governor Hake Smith of Georgia Con- 
tends That Mr. Bryan Should 
Step Down 



Buffalo, N.Y., March 18.— "The al- 
most unanimous sentiment of Demo- 
crats I have met is that a new man 
should lead in the next contest. Mr. 
Bryan must recognize tlie soundness 
of tills view." This utterance by Gov- 
ernor Hoke Smith of Georgia, at the 
Grover Cleveland birthday dinner 
given by the Democratic society of 
western New York here tonight was 
greeted with applause. 

Governor Hoke Smith spoke on na- 
tional issues, and throughout his ad- 
dress was threaded a plea fur adher- 
ence to the Democratic principles of 
"Seymour. Tllden and Cleveland." He 
paid a tribute to Cleveland, to whom 
he referred as a "rugged, honest and 
capable old-fashioned Democrat, with- 
out frills." 

Cleveland's efforts to solve the cur- 
rency and tariff problems, declare 
Governor Smith, were nullified by 
succeeding Republican administra- 
tions.

COPPER TEMPERING 
METHOD DISCOVERED 



Halifax Man is Latest to Claim 
That He Has Found 
Process 



Halirax, March 18. — A Halifax 
founder is said to have discovered the 
lost art of tempering copper, and is 
about to promote a company to make 
further experiments along this line. 
For some years he has been busy ex- 
perimenting, and he now' claims that 
he has the correct process. Some 
time ago he was In New York, and 
•had a talk with the Guggenheim 
brothers. He has a hardened piece of 
the copper and made a razor with 
an edge keener than the best steel 
would take. Blocks of copper havo 
been tempered that are harder to file 
than iron. Not only has Mr. Douglas 
been successful In tempering copper, 
but lie has also made a casting of 
copper and lend that will stand many 
times the pressure that the ordinary 
roller bearing castings will stand. 



THREE. MEM KILLED 

Disastrous Explosion at Powder Works 
Near Wallace, Idaho — Malevo- 
lence Suspected 



Wallace, Idaho. March IS.— Three 
men have been killed in an explosion 
In the plant of the Coeur d'Alene pow- 
det works. All the dead were residents 
of Wallace and employees of the pow- 
der works. Five of the frame struc- 
tures, together with the concentrator 
of the Coeur d'Alene Concentrating 
company, were wrecked, four of the 
powder company's bulldjngs being 
practically levelled. 

Friction on a copper screen in the 
mixing room during the process of 
manufacture Is believed to have been 
tlie cause of the disaster. In this 
room was stored more than L',000 
pounds of nltro-glycerino, which ex- 
ploded, together with five tons of giant 
powder stored In near-by structures. 
The explosion caused a panic in Wal- 
lace. 

Spokane, March IS. — That an assas- 
sin deliberately blew up the Coeur 
d'Alene powder works on Wednesday 
afternoon, killing three men and In- 
juring another, is the belief of the 
managers of the Coeur d'Alene Con- 
centrating company, which is owner of 
the principal Interest. The plant was 
destroyed except the . nltro-glycerino 
house. It is said that a man who has 
repeatedly expressed the wish that the 
powder inlll would blow up was seen 
about half a mile from tin; plant im- 
mediately after the explosion and was 
running. 



MARITIME LEGISLATORS 



Nashville, Tenn., March — Another 
day pnssed and no Intimation of an 
agreement came from the room in 
which twelve men are trying to de- 
cide the fate of Col. D. 15. Cooper, 
Robin Cooper and John D. Sharp, for 
the alleged murder of former U. S. 
Senator B. W. Carmack. . 

This was the second day of sus- 
pense, and the feeling Is growing that 
there will be a disagreement. Counsel 
on both sides, however, as well as the 
court, hold that there will be a ver- 
dict. Judge Hart remained at the 
court house until noon, when he left 
foi his home. Later today he tele- 
phoned the sheriff that if the Jury 
rf.ached a decision he would not re- 
ceive it before nine tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

There are various rumors afloat to- 
night as to an agreement In the Car- 
mack murder case. One Is that Sharp 
has been acquitted and the Coopers 
convicted, and another is that all three 
have been acquitted, but no news was 
based on any foundation of fact.

011 every post ho 
buys, 30 per cent, on every box shook, 
$2.00 a thousand feet on every rough 
board and from $2.50 to $ :i . a thou- 
sand on the finished lumber he may 
require, all for tho purpose of creating 
a tariff wall which makes his lumber 

j higher, enormously Increases the value 
of the standing timber held by tho 
speculators, and encourages the des- 
truction of the remaining forests, 
Which eventuality can only be regard- 
ed as a national disaster. 

Wo are sending you under another 
cover a copy of -Farm And Stock con- 
taining a marked editorial on this sub- 
ject, which voices our views and, wo 
believe, the views of the great masses 
of the fanning population oflfc this 
country. If there is any one feature 
of the tariff law on which the farmers 

•are well Informed, it is in regard to 
lumber, and it will lie Impossible to 
placate them witli any tariff which 
merely takes some kinds of lumber off 
the dutiable list and ■ leaves others. 
Fully half the lumber the farmer buys 
for a new home is finished and the 
present tariff on it is absolutely prohi- 
bitive. 

The fanner knows full well that if 
he could not raise cereals and provi- 
sions enough to feed the- country the 
consuming millions would knock the 
tariff off these commodities In a flash. 
He knows very well that the present 
timber crop, which is practically 
the only crop that can he raised, is 
nearly exhausted, comparatively 
speaking, and he cannot understand 
any process of reasoning which un- 
dertakes to defend the tariff on these 
commodities.

Pinchot Misquoted. 
With regard to this very subject of 
tariff revision, Mr. Pinchot was quoted 
as having expressed the opinion that if 
this particular duty were removed it 
would have the effect of conserving the 
forest wealth of the United States, but 
as a matter ot" fact, as lias now becomo 
abundantly clear, ho has never said 
anything of the kind. Hut when these 
men who were deeply interested in this 
matter, .Mr. White included, question- 
ed him upon this issue, lie replied, "I 
will not make any statement until I 
have made a thorough investigation 
into it; and after I have concuded that 
investigation, and have all the facts 
before me, 1 will prepare and :;ubmil 
a full statement. And here that 
statement is to be seen. 

*'Mr. Pinchot, I may acid, is a mil- 
lionaire, who is giving his life to the 
service of the United Slates, and prac- 
tically for nothing. 

"My idea of the whole matter is this, 
If the tariff upon lumber and upon 
shingles entering the United States 
were either taken off or materially re- 
duced we, upon this side of the line, 
could sell lumber and shingles to Am- 
erican buyers at prices which would 
be a little bit under those wliicli pre- 
vail upon the American market, and 
still make a profit. 

"I am now referring to tho markets 
in the States of Oregon and of Wash- 
ington, for of course we could not com- 
pete in tho Yellow Pine region of the 
southern states, but what I mean is 
this, that we could compete In what 
Is known as the iir territory, wherever 
the freight rate would allow us to do 
so. W'e could, for instance, go as far 
east as Minneapolis, and as far to 
the soutli as the northern ine of the 
state of Kansas, whlcli is called the 
fir territory proper. Shingles of course 
are shipped all over the United States, 
from the state of Washington, and 
shingles moreover are shipped from 
here to tho Atlantic coast in Canada, 
as well as to certain states of the 
American Union upon the same coast, 
while they have also been shipped Into 
other parts of the United States, when 
the price was a little better than it is 
at the present moment, for the price 
of shingles, it must be admitted, is 
rather too low at this juncture to 
permit of such transactions being ac- 
complished. 

"The price of shingles, I may say, at 
the mills in tho important states of 
Washington and of Oregon ranges now 
liomewhere around the figures of S1.S0 
and of $1.85 per thousand for what are 
called extras, and extra star shingles. 
While the British Columbia price Is 
about the same, and as it costs a little 
less to manufacture them upon this 
side of the line, there would be a little 
more profit for us upon this side than 
there would be for those who are en- 
gaged in this business upon tile other 
side of the line. 

Could Compete Easily. 
"For two or three years, as I have 
already intimated, if the duty were 
lowered we could easily compete with 
tho American manufacturers, and we 
can even now compete with them In 
certain districts, but 111 such changed 
circumstances we could compete with 
them anywhere, and consequently 
for a time at all events an enormous 
quantity of lumber and of shingles 
would be shipped from British Colum- 
bia Into the United States. And so, 
speaking from the purely selfish point 
of view. 1 would like to see ;hls duly 
either materially lowered or removed 
altogether, as wo would make a good 
deal of money during the next few 
years. But nevertheless, 1 at the 
same time believe that the big mill 
men of the state of Washington, and 
from farther east, would, and at once, 
je, put up immense 
nbered sections and 
d to skin this tlm- 
thls could be ue- 
1 after a while so 
so many shingles 



have been operating and upon a very 
large scale for many years, are. It is 
almost needless to add, practical 
lumbermen of the very highest attain- 
ments ,und ns an indisputable matter 
of fact, tho very biggest people in tho 
business. Another strong American 
company has bought over 100 sections, 
of B40 acres each, of splendid timber, 
which is located In different districts 
upon this island. 

"Mr. Ryan, tho multi-millionaire 
traction magnate of the city of New 
York has, I understand, also made 
purchases and I have even heard that 
the Standard Oil people have closed 
similar investments, although I do not 
in any way guarantee the accuracy 
of this statement. For John D. Rocke- 
feller has explicitly denied Unit the 
Standard Oil company is interested 
in any other direction, save in oil. 
Although such an-ahnouncement does 
not at all prohibit Individual mem- 
bers of that company making private 
Investments upon their own individual 
accounts. We ourselves are Interested 
in certain limits and we are getting 
other people interested in the same 
Held,

London, March IS. — Although the 
next International Horse Show at 
Olympic will not take, place until the 
beginning of Junei tlie preparations for 
holding it are already well advanced. 
It Is 'now possible to give particulars 
concerning tlie arrangements and some 
of the principal prizes. Tlie prize 
money lias been Increased from 
$10,000, the amount available last 
year, to $00,000. and there will be 854 
prizes, whlcli will be awarded, through- 
out the show, by an international jury. 
Tlie show will open on Saturday, June 
5, and continue until and including 
Tuesday, June 15, and will thus be 
held between Epsom and Ascot. The 
entries will close on May S, or, with 
double fees, on May S. There is a 
representative list of judges, among 
whom may be mentioned Lord Lons- 
dale, General Brocklehurst, Mr. 
Thomas Hitchcock, jun., Baron von 
Reischach, Sir Gilbert Greenall, Mr. 
Joseph Widener, Baron de Neufllse, 
Lord Shrewsbury, Captain L. Feline, 
Count Paul Szapary, the Marquis of 
Viilalobar, Baron A. RItter von Boss- 
nianlt, Lord Orkney, the Marquis Cala- 
brini, and Mr. Alfred G. Vanderbllt. 

Public interest in tlie show Is likely 
to be greatly increased this year by 
the prominence which will be given to 
the military element. The chief 
events in tho show of last year wero 
won by foreign officers, and consider- 
able criticism was levelled at officers 
of the British army in consequence of 
their failure to compete successfully 
with those of other nations. Tlie Bri- 
tish officers, however, wen- at a great 
disadvantage, as they had not trained 
their horses for competitions of the 
kind prescribed ,and therefore' were 
obliged, in most instance's, to ride 
animals lent to them for the occa- 
sion. It seems probable tlrat in future 
a different stale of things will obtain 
Tlie War office had been carefully 
considering tlie whole subject with a 
view to the competing of British offi- 
cers, not only at the International 
Horse Show, but also at Brussels, San 
Sebastian. Boulogne, and Paris. A 
committee consisting of General 
French, Lbiut. -General McKlnnon, 
Major Lawrence' D.S.O., and the heads 
of departments has been formed for 
dealing with the matter, and its deci- 
sions are awaited with interest, by all 
concerned. 

Among the prizes to lie awarded at 
the forthcoming showing, tlie princi- 
pal place will naturally be accorded to 
the King Edward VII. cup. This is a 
trophy of the value of $2,500 which 
the King has presented as an inter- 
national prize to be competed for by 
officers over a course of special mili- 
tary jumps. Each team must consist 
of three officers of the same national- 
ity in uniform. It Is hoped that Bis 
Majesty will be able to present the cup 
personally. Tho Duke of Connaught 
has given a cup worth S 1,000 for 
jumping by British oflicers. 

Another competition which will 
arouse much interest will be "The 
Couching Marathon." This will take 
place over a course from Hampton 
Court to Olympia. There will be four 
prizes, tlie first being a gold challenge 
cup of the value of STiOu and $200 in 
cash; the second prize will be $150; 
the third prize $100; and the fourth' 
$50. The challenge oup must lie won 
twice by the same bona tide owner be- 
fore becoming his absolute property, 
The competition , is for four-in-hunds 
to he driven to a coach carrying at 
least seven people. Tlie course will be 
from the King's Arms hotel, Hampton 
Court, by way of Bushey Park, Teed- 
ington railway bridge, Strawberry 
hill, Twickenham, Richmond, East 
Sheen, Barnes-common, and Hammer- 
smith bridge to Olympic. 

Each coach must arrive at Olympic 
within one hour and a half from the 
tjme of starting, and must carry ono 
representative appointed by the direct- 
ors included In tlie seven people re- 
quired by the rules. Thus there will 
be the driver, one guard, ' one repfe-

London, March 18. — Or. Karl Lang 
is uow en route to Montreal from 
Berlin to assume the German imperial 
consulship vacated by Mr. Franksen's 
transfer to New York. Dr. Lang was 
formerly connected with the German 
foreign service to China, and more re- 
cently was assistant adviser to the 
Commercial and political departments 
of the foreign office. It is hoped ill 
Berlin that bis appointment will hasten 
the conclusion of the tariff war. 



London, March IS. — There are Indi- 
cations in many of the large industrial 
centres of the United Kingdom that 
trade Is at last taking an upward 
turn. Both Belfast and the Clyde are 
looking forward to a brisk year in 
shipbuilding, large orders having been 
placed, and although the yards on the 
Tyne are still slack the conditions 
there are better than at the same time 
last year. On the Clyde tin? shipbuild- 
ing yards are now returning to full 
time, and Idle tonnage has almost dis- 
appeared from the river. 

Increasing orders from the West 
Riding and Lancashire for manufac- 
turing coal are regarded in Leeds as 
indicating improved conditions In the 
woollen and cotton trades. Several 
large engineering orders have also 
been received by Leeds firms. 

Mr. A. .1. Hobson, president of the 
Sheffield Chamber of Commerce, 
states that the fact that manufactur- 
ers are now willing to buy their ruw 
materials and fuel forward Is a sign 
that the depression is at or near the 
bottom. This feeling Is general in 
Sheffield, which is experiencing a 
marked Increase In demand from the 
Colonies and America. 

The linen mills in Belfast, which 
have been working short time for al- 
most a year, are now going on full 
time In increasing numbers, the Im- 
provement being largely attributed to 
the demand from America. Notting- 
ham lace manufacturers ar?ro report 
increased orders from tin- United 
States. 

There are not many Indications of 
trade revival In Newcastle, but one 
firm In the Iron trade reports having 
received nearly as many orders In 
the last five weeks as In the previous 
twelve months. 

In Liverpool, too, the conditions of 
trade remain bad, and according to 
i\I r. C. Lancaster, chairman of the 
chamber of commerce, there is little 
room for optimism as to the near fu- 
ture. 

Manufacturers, merchants, and bro- 
kers In Manchester are of opinion that 
a return to a normal condition of 
trade may reasonably be anticipated 
in a month or two. 

The chairmen of the leading banks, 
who are well qualified to Judge, were 
generally optimistic in their speeches 
at the recent half-yearly meetings In 
London.

Tlie eland, gnu and oryx, stacking is 
perfect with the exception of the fact 
that hunters of this game are con- 
stantly Interfered with by unusually 
aggressive rhinoceroses. Lions aro 
Plentiful, but with some exceptions 
they seem to be timid.

Police Search for Rovolver — Peculiar 
Circumstances Connected With 
School Teacher's Story 



Carrie Nation and the Reporter. 

London, March IS.— Mrs, Carrie Na- 
tion, the saloon smasher, goes back lo 
the United States some time in March. 

A reporter called on her a day or 
two ago, and asked whether this was 
an acknowledgment of defeat. 

"Defeat?" said Mrs Nation. whose 
eyes Hashed with surprise. "Certainly 
nut. young man. 1 am confident that 
I have not been working in vain, even 
in England. At bust, 11' ). have hern 
defeated, it has been by the Devil, and 
by his servants. the clergy of your 
country. 

"They have not opened their pulpits 
to me. And why? Because they are 
in league with the drink traffic. They 
support the government, which gets its 
revenues from the poison which is 
ruining the nation. They get paid out 
of tin: proceeds. They own brewery 
Shares, and so they do not dare become 
leaders of the movement against drink. 

"This country is fifty years 'johlud 
the United States. In America the evil 
Is bad enough, but here you are in the 
depths of hell. There are more drunken 
women in England than there are 
drunken men in America. You have 
liell-houses at every street corner. You 
say drink Is decreasing! Well, all I can 
say is that my imagination falls to 
conceive anything worse than the pres- 
ent condition of things in LonTlon. In 
this city men and women are not only 
ruining their bodies. They go about 
saying to the Devil. 'I will sell my 
soul for a dollar.' 

"It Is said that the people drink be- 
cause of their poverty and evil sur- 
roundings. This Is rubbish. Their pov- 
erty and squalor are the result of drink. 
What does the Bible say? 'Drunkenness 
nnd gluttony shall bring a man to pov- 
erty, and slothf illness shall make him 
naked.' If all the public-houses were 
closed tonight the problem of unem- 
ployment would be solved. Poverty It- 
self would be cured. The drunkard 
robs the butcher because he cannot af- 
ford to buy his meat fie robs the 
tailorx because through drink he goes 
In rags. He robs the 'anker because he 
IniVH beer instead of bread. 

"What is to be done? I tell you there 
must be prohibition. You say that 
would cause a revolution. Why, cer- 
tainly. I believe In bloodshed. I am a 
militant, and I say that tin; nation 
would be cleansed If blond wore spilt 
in such a. cause."

Members of the Kinrade family have 
apparently been advised by their law- 
yer not to talk to the newspapers, 
every attempt to interview them to- 
day meeting with the reply, "see Mr. 
Staunton." When Mr. Staunton was 
seen he refused to discuss the case, 
but said he might make a statement 
tomorrow.

Seattle Must Spend Millions in Paving 
Streets in Preparation 

Seattle, Wash.', March 18.— The com- 
ing Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition 
has forced the city to nearly $2,000,000 
worth of street improvements that 
otherwise might not have been done in 
a decade. It has also compelled the 
Seattle Electric company, which owns 
all-of the street railway lines, to spend 
something like $700,000 for concrete 
paving between its tracks. 

The paving put down upon all of 
the streets and avenues leading to the 
exposition grounds is of heavy con- 
crete base, followed by a heavy course 
of broken rock and bitumen binder and 
linlshed with bitumen. In some cases 
klinkor residue from the munici] 
garbage incinerators has been used in 
place of the rock for the binder and 
has thus far been found fairly satis- 
factory. All of this paving carries 
gutters of vitrified brick and. in some 
sections 'of the city, the brick Is be- 
ing used on a concrete foundation, to 
the exclusion of bitumen.

EASTERN COAST 

SHIPPING SUBSIDIES 

— 

Aid Given on the Atlantic Coast of 
Canada Costs Dominion Noarly 
Forty Thousand Dollars 



Writing of tho shipping subsidies 
paid by the Dominion government on 
the eastern seaboard of Canada, a 
Halifax correspondent of Shipping Il- 
lustrated says: Subsidies In Canada 
are granted distinctly for services per- 
formed and are given by the federal 
government at Ottawa, by each of the 
provincial governments, by the city 
and municipal councils and by any or 
all public bodies as they may sec fit. 
The principle was established long 
ago that the. government should aid 
In maintaining facilities for regular 
travel and transportation of mails, and 
the result Is that passengers have ac- 
cess to the remotest inhabited sec- 
tions at all times and at minimum 
prices without tho necessity of hiring 
private conveyances. The rate per 
passenger is fixed and control exer- 
cised over the servico by the body 
which grants the subsidy, so that 
every little rowboat ferry 'around the 
coast is under some jurisdiction, even 
if the 'operator only receives $20 a year 
subsidy from his county. No subsidy 
or bonus Is paid for vessel construc- 
tion, and subsidies are not restricted 
to Canadian vessels, but a subvention 
Is paid to fishermen, according to the 
extent of their operations, by the fed- 
oral government, which also grants 
extensive subsidies for mall service 
to steamship lines in foreign trade. 
The Dominion government paid during 
the .year ending March 31, 1908, the 
following subsidies to steamers serv- 
ing ports In Nova Scotia alone: Bad- 
deck, Grand Narrows, etc., $5,826; Hal- 
ifax and Canso, $4,000; Halifax and 
Spry Bay, $2,500; Port Mulgrave, St. 
Peters, etc., $6,000; Port Mulgrave and 
Canso, $4,000; Port Mulgrave and 
Ouysboro, etc., $5,000; Port Mulgrave 
and Chetlcamp, $1,500; Port Mulgrave 
and Petite de Grat, $3,000; Pietou and 
Chetlcamp, $1,303; Port Lome, Port 
George, etc., $1,350;' Sydney and Wliy- 
cooomagh, $1,000; total, $38,543. 

Of this total of $3S,513, no less than 
$36,103 Is expended -on services be- 
tween Halifax and Pietou and ports In 
along the intervening coast and In 
Cape Breton. Additional subsidies 
from the Nova Scotia provincial gov- 
ernment to the services within the 
same limits amount to some $28,000; 
making a total <of upwards of $01,000, 
for' the coast of the Island of Cape 
Breton and of that portion of tho Pen- 
insula of Nova Scotia between Halifax 
and Pietou.

.While the charter of tramps fixed on 
time charter In North Paclllc waters 
Indicates an upward trend of the char- 
ter market In the Paclllc a situation 
enhanced by the favorable reports of 
a great wheat' crop In Australia, the 
situation In the old world and the At- 
lantic also shows improvement. In 
most of the homeward markets, tile 
River Plate perhaps, excepted, there 
is a considerable Improvement, and 
with tonnage In fair demand appreci- 
ably better rates are now obtainablee. 
Moreover, this improvement home- 
wards has not had the usual effect of 
pulling down outward freights. for 
these are well sustained at tolerbly 
good figures. As the spring approaches 
and with it comes the opening of the 
Azoff, Black Sea, Baltic and Canadian 
navigations, tin; demand for tonnage 
Is expected to increase and fuller em- 
ployment be offered shipping. All this 
Is considered satisfactory so far as 
it goes, and lenves no doubt that the 
determination of shipowners to lay up 
their vessels rather than run them at 
a loss Is having a good mornl effect 
on charterers. The worm, in the per- 
son of the tramp owner, has turned at 
last. The large fleet of laid-up steam- 
ers is proof of it, and so In the "Living 
Freight" union. But the fear is that 
the improvement In freights will bring 
an over-supply of tonnage lo the mar- 
kets; indeed, it Is more than a fear; 
it is a positive danger, against which 
shipowners must be warned. From 
the outports there come persistent re- 
ports of steamers slipping their moor- 
ings and getting to sea again. On the 
Tyne, where over 100 vessels have been 
tied up all the winter, there is a very 
decided movement in this direction. 
The markets do not yet warrant any 
large accretion to the amount pf ton- 
nage offering for emploment, and If 
vessels continue to be released as they 
have been during the last few days, a 
relapse In freights Is bound to follow. 
Owners, of course, cannot he blamed 
for seeking to operate their vessels; 
many of them have mortgage Interests 
to pay. and directly they see a freight 
that will cover expenses and leave 
the smallest margin of profit they na- 
turally jump at it. But the effect Is 
considered bad. It is feared the In- 
creased tonnage started to sea may 
again bring down the rates.
